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REVIEW  OP  JENKTN  ON  THE  ATONEMENT. 

CHAPTCa  VII. 

Oh  ths  Atomsiunt  m  its  eslation  to  thb  Pbovi- 
DKNCE  or  OoD. 

We  cannot  exhibit  the  atonement  in  all  ita  bearings  and 
influence,  without  considering  its  relation  to  the  frovidence 
which  God  exercises  over  the  world.  Providence  is  that  wise 
oversight  and  holy  care,  which  the  blessed  Qod  exercises  over 
all  beings,  so  as  to  preserve,  direct,  order,  and  control  all 
their  agencies  for  the  good  of  his  whole  empire.  It  is  the  di¬ 
vine  disposal  of  all  the  events  of  time.  All  providence  cen¬ 
ters  in  the  Atonement.’  It  has  been  the  portion  of  theologi¬ 
ans  to  consider  the  divine  government  as  consisting  of  three 
kingdoms,  nature,  providence,  and  grace,  of  which  it  is  taught 
that  grace  alone  is  concerned  in  the  atonement.  The  distinc¬ 
tion  is  unscriptural  and  unphilosophical — as  absurd  as  the 
old  scientific  orthodoxy,  which  divided  nature  into  four  ele- 
Bsenta,  earth,  air,  fire  and  water.  Nature,  providence  and 
grace  arc  parts  of  one  immense  machinery,  all  put  in  motion 
by  the  great  atonement.  God  does  not  do  one  thing  as  God 
of  nature,  another  as  God  of  providence,  and  another  as  God 
of  grace — no  more  than  he  docs  one  thing  as  God  of  vegeta¬ 
tion,  another  as  God  of  zoology,  and  another  as  Gfod  of  as¬ 
tronomy.  “  He  is  of  one  mind,”  and  his  system  is  ONE. 

The  whole  system  is  mediatorial,  and  is  founded  on  the 
atonement.  Without  an  atonement  there  could  have  been  no 
providence  among  mankind.  The  penalty  threatened  upon 
our  first  parents,  was  suspended  by  the  immediate  introduc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  dispensation,  so  that  the  human  race  are  born 
and  continued  under  tlie  influence  of  the  atonement.  The 
aentence  pronounced  after  the  fall  is  executed,  but  the  origin¬ 
al  curse  or  penalty,  is  suspended.  Who  dies  in  the  very  day 
he  first  sinned.  The  dispensatiotu  of  providence  are  wholly 
inexplicable;  without  an  atonement  to  harmonise  tlie  ele¬ 
ments  of  such  a  mixed  administration. 

The  atonement  of  the  death  of  Christ  is  a  suitable 
medium  for  this.  It  supposes  man  to  be  a  sinner,  and 
yet  a  candidate  in  probation.  It  supposes  God  to  be 
a  sovereign  Benefactor  and  yet  a  righteous  Governor. 
It  exhibits  Gk>d  in  the  fulness  of  his  character,  a  rip;ht 
teous  legislator  who  published  a  good  law ;  a  gracious 
Lord  who  exercises  his  sovereign  prerogative  in  infi 
nite  wisdom  ;  and  a  just  governor,  who,  in  dispensing 
pardon  and  favor,  consults  the  dignity  and  the  honor 
of  his  government.  The  very  provision  of  an  atoning 
expedient  supposes  all  this.  The  atonement  does  not 
exhibit  one  attribute  glorious  and  lovely  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  other,  but  it  shews  forth  each  and  all  in 
unsullied  purity,  in  well  adjusted  harmony,  and  in 
greater  lustre  and  splendor  than  any  measure  in  the 
universe.  It  enables  God  honorably  to  condescend  to 
shew  favors  without  sinking  his  character  or  his  gov¬ 
ernment. 

The  same  atonement  in  its  aspect  upon  the  sinner, 
contemplates  him  in  his  mixed  character,  under  con 
demnation,  and  yet  in  probation.  The  provision  of 


had  an  importunity,  even  if  taken  prisoners,  to  make 
known  the  object  of  their  mission  ? 

But  it  is  suted  that  the  coolies,  when  the  armed 
natives  came  towards  them,  “immediately  threw 
down  their  burdens  and  fled  on  the  other  side.” — 
These  burdens  were  baggage,  including  presents  for 
the  Rajahs,  and  other  articles,  and  were  probably  bul¬ 
ky.  ThM  probably  appeared  to  be  very  valuable  to 
the  rude  Battas.  Would  these  servants  of  God  have 
been  murdered  if  they  had  gone  without  these  “  bur¬ 
dens  ?”  Did  not  the  hope  of  plunder  lead  to  murder  ? 
If  these  brethren  had  appeared  as  poor  men  with  their 
“  staff  and  their  scrip,”  instead  of  being  attended  by 
porters^  would  they  have  been  killed  without  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  tell  that  they  were  God’s  servants  ?  Did 
not  their  “  baggage  ”  excite  the  cupidity  of  the  wild 
men?*  Were  they  distinguished  from  traders  or 
companies  whom  the  natives  had  been  taught  to  plun¬ 
der  and  kill  whenever  they  were  able  to  do  it  ? 

Thus  these  guilty  men  may  have  committed  these 
fearful  crimes  from  the  circumstances  under  which 
those  who  came  to  do  them  good  appeared  among 
them.  But  how  may  these  circumstances  have  afiect- 
ed  the  brethren  themselves  ?  In  an  account  from  Bal¬ 
timore  it  is  stated  that  when  warned  of  danger,  they 
replied  that  “  they  had  presents  for  the  Rajahs,  and 
hoped  to  conciliate  their  good  will.”  In  their  letter 
to  the  Board  they  say,  “  Our  greatest  danger  is  that 
our  faith  will  fail  us.”  Now,  laith  in  God  was  their 
only  shield,  and  it  ought,  you  know,  sir,  to  have  never 
wavered.  Of  this  tliey  ap^ar  to  have  been  sensible.  1 
do  not  know  that  it  did  tremble.  T  hey  doubtless  “walk¬ 
ed  by  faith  ”  habitually,  or  they  would  not  have  gone 
to  tell  wild  men  of  God  our  Savior,  but  their  circum¬ 
stances  may  have  led  them  from  their  great  Protector 
for  a  little  season— only  that  they  might  be  with  him 
forever,  to  walk  not  by  faith  any  more,  but  by  sight. 
They  may  have  trusted  too  much  in  their  “  presents 
to  conciliate”  these  barbarians,  and  not  then  enough  in 
God.  If  so,  their  strength  was  weakness.  They  lean¬ 
ed  on  a  spear.  Their  “  baggage  ”  probably  excited 
the  cupidity  of  savage  men,  and  instead  of  bringing 
them  safety  caused  their  death.  I  do  not  say  they 
did  this,  but  I  do  say  that  if  they  had  not  taken  these 

E resents  and  been  thus  attended,  they  would  not  have 
een  exposed  to  this  temptation. 

The  Moravians  have  often  gone  among  as  wild  men 
as  the  Battas,  bnt  they  did  not  take  attractive  presents 
to  conciliate  the  chiefs,  and  burdens,  and  a  number  of 
coolies  to  bear  them.  They  are  too  poor  to  take  ma¬ 
ny  things  which  can  excite  the  avarice  of  the  heathen. 
And  if  they  were  rich  I  doubt  whether  they  would 
not  prefer  going  out  unencumbered  with  such  things 
Yet  I  do  not  know  certainly  how  that  would  be. 

This  I  do  know,  that  Paul  and  the  early  missiona¬ 
ries  did  not  take  presents  to  conciliate  Cesar  and  the 
rulers  of  tribes  and  cities.  Did  they,  do  you  think, 
when  they  went  into  India,  Arabia,  Asia  the  less, 
Greece,  and  Spain,  and  Britain,  take  with  them  “  a 
number  of  coolies  to  carry  their  baggage,  and  one  or 
two  natives,”  a  cook  and  other  servants  ?  Would  not 
Paul,  or  John,  or  Cephas,  have  considered  these  as  en¬ 
cumbrances  ?  Would  they  not  have  looked  on  them 
as  so  many  inducements  to  ease  and  self-indulgence  ? 
Would  they  not  have  regarded  them  as  temptations 
to  distrust  God  and  to  “  walk  by  sight  ?” — as  tempta¬ 
tions  to  the  cupidity  of  the  heathen  and  to  provoke 
them  to  violence  ? — as  means  of  exciting  the  attention 
and  jealousy  of  the  rulers  ?  and  as  things  which  as¬ 
similated  their  enterprise  to  the  eflbrts  of  mercantile 
men,  to  whom  gain  is  godliness,  in  the  eyes  of  undis- 
criminaling  heathen  ? 

Sir,  if  the  early  Christians  who  did  so  much  to  con¬ 
vert  the  world  would  thus  have  regarded  them,  why 
should  not  later  Christians  do  the  same  ?  Why 
should  not  we  be  equally  single-minded,  and  equally 
confident  in  God  ?  David  dared  not  go  c  ut  in  Saul’s 
armor.  Neither  must  the  follower  of  the  cross  use 
the  policy  or  the  weapons  of  the  world  to  convert  the 
heathen.  Yet  I  think  we  hear  much  of  this.  We  wit¬ 
ness  things  very  unlike  primitive  Christians.  I  read 
nothing  in  the  Bible  about  the  servants,  the  gardens, 
the  presents  and  the  attendants  of  missionaries  in 
those  days.  1  read  of  their  being  “in  perils  of  rob- 


dence  whatever  of  that  pleasant  feeling  in  the  trans¬ 
action  alluded  to  between  the  Bible  and  Anti-Slavery 
Societies,  and  of  the  uninterrupted  enduring  friend 
ship  of  certain  gentlemen  towards  the  Bible  Society, 
of  which  your  letter  is  suited  to  convey  so  lively  an 
impression  ?  I  put  it  to  that  candor,  in  which  I  know 
you  abound,  if  this  communication  does  not  indicate 
any  thing  rather  than  such  a  feeling  and  friendship? 
Ag;ain,  you  suppose  there  are  20,300  readers  among 
the  colored  people.  Y ou  look,  however,  to  “  house 
servants”  principally  to  make  up  this  number.  But 
are  not  these  “  house  servants”  to  be  found  in  the 
families  of  whites,  instead  of  the  “  460,000  families” 
of  colored  people  ? 

Believe  me,  dear  sir,  I  bear  no  ill  will  to  the  Anti- 
Slavery  Society.  I  am  prompt  to  acknowledge  the 
good  it  has  done — the  light  it  has  shed — the  sympa¬ 
thy  for  the  oppressed  which  it  has  awakened — and  the 
hopes  of  their  deliverance  to  which  it  has  given  birth. 
If  I  have  now  any  juster  views  in  relation  to  the  sin 
of  slavery  and  to  the  rights  of  our  colored  brethren, 
than  I  had  two  or  three  years  ago,  I  am  indebted 
therefor,  probably  tjuite  as  much  to  some  of  the  pub¬ 
lications  of  your  society,  as  to  any  other  source.  Had 
such  publications  met  my  eye  years  ago,  I  should  have 
abjured  long  before  I  did,  sentiments  which  I  am  now 
deeply  ashamed  of  having  entertained.  I  know  not 
how  It  is  with  other  persons  in  this  respect ;  but  if  I 
am  not  greatly  mistaken,  the  Anti-Slavery  Society 
and  the  Colonization  Society  have  both  scattered  light 
in  my  path  ;  and  I  am  expecting  a  similar  benefit  from 
the  Society  recently  formed  in  Boston  by  the  friends 
of  the  colored  race.  No  sir,  I  am  very  far  from  being 
unfriendly  to  your  society.  “  My  heart’s  desire”  is, 
that  it  may  speedily  correct  all  its  faults,  and  become 
such  an  institution,  as,  I  think,  its  most  judicious 
members  would  have  it  to  be. 

My  letters  to  Mr.  Bacon  I  wrote  with  care ;  but 
though  I  am  willing  to  be  held  rigidly  responsible  for 
every  line  in  them,  I  cannot  answer  the  multitude  of 
criticisms  on  them.  Some  of  these  criticisms  are 
founded  on  surprising  misapprehensions  of  my  mean¬ 
ing.  For  instance,  I  am  supposed  by  my  friend  Good- 
ell  to  censure  the  noble  motto,  “justitia  fiat  mat 
coelum,”  when,  in  fact,  I  was  only  condemning  the 
reckless  resort  of  some  persons  to  it.  At  the  same  time 
that  1  admit  my  responsibility  for  all  I  have  written 
respecting  our  colored  population,  let  me  add,  (what 
however  your  letter  does  not  call  for,)  that  I  cannot 
consent  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  reports  of  my 
speeches  on  any  subject.  I  am  often  amazed  at  the 
wide  difleience  between  a  report  of  my  speech  and 
the  speech  itself.  With  great  regard  for  one  who  is 
eminently  the  friend  of  the  man  of  color,

face  the  faels.  I  have  to  relate  with  one  or  two  general  re¬ 
marks 

Ist.  T here  exists  a  general  apathy  among  all  classes,  Chris¬ 
tian  and  infidel,  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  slaves,  and 
the  morality  of  slave  holding. 

2d.  The  communityj  and  especially  tlie  middle  and  lower 
classes  are  profoundly  ignorant  of  the  principles,  and  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Colonization,  and  Anti-Slavery  Societies.  But 
few  Eastern  periodicals  are  taken  in  the  city,  and  you  know 
those  published  at  the  West  and  South  are  very  silent  on  the 
subject. 

A  lew  facts  have  come  to  my  knowledge  within  a  few 
weeks,  which  perhaps  will  be  interesting  to  you. 

Mr.  R.,  a  public  officer,  boarding  at  the  same  place  with 
myself,  who  is  a  slaveholder,  and  a  strong  advocate  for  sla- 
very,  cam:  home  a  few  days  since,  and  rriated  the  following 
circumstances ; 

The  Rev.  Mr.  B.  is  the  owner  of  several  slaves,  one  of 
which  has  a  wife  that  belongs  to  another  man  in  the  city.— 
He  the  slave,  had  been  guilty  of  some  crime,  and  was  confi¬ 
ned  in  jail. 

“  Mr.  B.  came  to  me”  said  Mr.  R - ,  “  not  more  than 

half  an  hour  after  pre.sching  a  funeral  sermon,  and  offered  to 
sell  me  the  negro.  I  went  to  the  jail  to  see  him  in  company 
with  Mr.  ,  («  noted  Slave  Dealer)  and  came  back  and 

closed  the  bargain  with  Mr.  B.  ‘Now’  rays  Mr.  B.  ‘do 
not  tell  him  that  you  have  bought  him,  but  that  I  have  hired 
him  out  to  you.’  ‘  No,’  said  1,  ‘  I  shall  tell  him  no  lies.’ — 
We  returned  again  to  the  jail,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  B.  said  to 
his  negro,  *  Rtmert,  I  have  hired  you  out  to  the  man  fora 
time,  you  must  go  with  him.’  Robert,  from  having  been 
examined  Just  before  by  the  Slave  Dealer,  suspected  the  hor¬ 
rid  truth.  ‘  No,’  said  he,  ‘  you  have  sold  me  to  go  down  the 
river.  Now  Mr.  B.’  he  continued,  ‘  you  profess  to  be  a 
Christian,  and  a  preacher  of  the  gospel ;  but  how  do  you  ex¬ 
pect  to  get  to  Heaven,  when  you  will  sell  me  from  my  wife, 
to  be  Mnt  down  the  river'?’” 

This  circumstance  exhibits  several  jioints  oi slave-holding 
consistency,  which  should  be  particularly  noticed. 

1st.  Mr.  B.  is  a  professetl  enemy  of  slavery,  and  has  writ¬ 
ten  much  in  public  prints  in  opposition  to  it,  and  at  the  same 
time  is  himself  a  Slave-holder. 

2d.  Mr.  B.  is  a  preacher  of  the  gospel,  which  says,  “  As 
ye  would  that  other  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them,”  and  yet  he  has  voluntarily  caused  one  of  his  fellow 
men  to  be  sent  into  the  most  cruel  and  hopeless  bondage. 

3d.  Mr.  B.  lias,  doubtless,  inculcated  that  men  ought  al¬ 
ways  to  speak  the  truth ;  yet,  probably  from  a  guilty  con¬ 
science,  he  was  unwilling  to  tell  this  negro  that  he  hud  sold 
him,  and  therefore  told  him  a  falsehood,  and  tried  to  persuade 
Mr.  R.  to  do  the  same;  thus  adding4niquity  to  iniquity. — 
These  discrepencies  between  the  profession  and  practice  of 
Mr.  B.  were  too  notorious  to  escape  the  observation  of  an  ig- 
-norant  negro. 


parents — especially  Christian  parents.  The  r^it 
was  a  very  able  one.  and  the  convention  resolved 
unanimously  to  publisn  the  report,  and  place  a  copy  in 
every  family  in  the  county— and  the  whole  audience 
manifested  their  deep  interest  in  this  report,  by  rising 
with  the  convention  on  the  question  of  its  adoption — 
with  an  assurance  that  every  one  so  voting  was  bound 
personally  to  fulfill  the  duties  enjoined  in  the  report. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kingsford  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
Utica,  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  sustained  '  *'*** 
the  motion  in  an  address  foil  of  plain,  pointed  and  for¬ 
cible  truth. 

A  number  of  gentlemen  addressetTthe  convention 
on  resolutions  which  were  submitted.  After  the  close 
of  the  discussion  on  the  resolutions  submitted  for  con¬ 
sideration,  the  President  of  the  convention,  made  a 
brief  address,  and  the  convention  adjourned. 

This  meeting  I  consider  of  vast  importance  to  the 
Sabbath  school  cause  in  this  region.  No  one  who 
was  present,  I  am  certain,  could  leave  there  without 
resolutions  having  been  formed  that  they  would  be 
more  faithful  and  more  prayerful  than  they  ever  had 
been — and  that  th^  would  more  sincerely  look  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  blessing  on  their  la¬ 
bors.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  committee  oi  gentle¬ 
men  at  Utica,  who  prepared  the  business  for  this  con¬ 
vention — and  they  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  know¬ 
ing,  I  trust,  that  their  labors  have  not  only  not  been 
in  vain,  but  most  abundantly  blessed  of  the  Lord.

BIBLES  FOR  THE  COLORED  AMERICANS. 

.  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  American  Anti-Slavery  Society, 
in  this  city,  a  committee  of  seven  persons  (representing  five 
religious  denominations)  was  appointed  to  communicate  to  the 
managers  of  the  American  Bible  Society  the  following  propo¬ 
sition  : 

“The  American  Anti-Slavery  Society  propose  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society  that  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  every  family  of  color¬ 
ed  persons  (regarding  every  five  persons  as  a  family)  in  the 
United  States,  not  already  suppIiM  with  a  copy  of  the  Bible, 
within  two  years  from  the  fourth  day  of  July  next.  And  pro¬ 
vided  the  American  Bible  Society  ahall  make  such  appropria¬ 
tion,  and  carry  the  measure  into  effect  within  the  time  speci¬ 
fied,  the  American  Anti- Slavery  Society  will  pledge  chemaelvea 
to  contribute  towards  said  object  tl'  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars.” 

Accordingly  the  committee  repaired  to  the  Bible  House,  the 
afternoon  previous  to  the  anniversary  meeting,  and  personally 
presented  the  above  proposition.  It  was  read  and  committed 
to  the  committee  on  distribution.  Very  many  will  look  anx¬ 
iously  for  the  report  of  this  coitimitteo.  It  will  be  recollected 
that  statements  have  gone  abroad  in  this  country  and  in  Eu¬ 
rope,  that  all  the  destitute  families  in  the  U.  S.  were  supplied 
with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  while/our  hundred  and  sixty  thou¬ 
sand  JamUies  are  denied  access  to  the  Bible,  by  laws  enacted 
by  human  legislation,  contrary  to  the  divine  injunction, 
SEARCH  THE  SCRIPTURES.

To  the  Managers  of  ths  Am.  Bible  Society. 

Respected  brethren, — In  the  monthly  periodical  for  May, 
just  issued,  under  your  authority,  by  the  American  Bible  So¬ 
ciety,  is  an  interesting  account  of  the  bighteenth  ankivebsa- 
BY,  containing  the  president’s  address,  an  abstract  of  the  an¬ 
nual  report  of  the  munagera,  the  resolutions  adopted,  the  ad¬ 
dresses  of  some  of  the  speakers,  a  notice  of  the  death  of  Lord 
Teipnmouth,  an  abstract  of  ilie  Treasurer’s  account,  and  some 
IMPORTANT  RESOLUTIONS  adopted  by  other  societies, 
relating  to  a  co-operation  in  raising  funds  to  supply  all  the 
destitute  with  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

The  friends  of  a  universal  distribution  of  the  Bible  look,  in 
vain,  into  the  above  account  of  the  proceedings  at  the  anniver¬ 
sary  for  a  most  important  resolution,  and  proffer  of  aid,  on  the 
part  of  the  American  Anti-Slavery  Society.  The  day  pre¬ 
vious  to  your  anniversary,  many  of  you  will  recollect,  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  our  Society,  consisting  of  seven  persons,  represent¬ 
ing  fire  religious  denominations,  waited  upon  you  in  your 
hall,  and  personally  presented  a  proposition  to  give  FIVE 
THOUSAN  D  DOLLARS  to  the  BibleSociety  on  condition  that 
an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  should  be  made  to 
supply  every  family  of  color^  persona  (regarding  every  five 
persona  as  a  familyj  in  the  United  States,  not  already  supplied, 
with  a  copy  of  the  Bible,  within  two  years  from  the  fourth  day 
of  July  next. 

The  committee  requested  that  such  an  important  proposition 
might  be  noticed  at  the  public  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  en- 
Buing  day.  This  was  not  done,  however,  but  in  a  summary 
manner  the  proposition  was  committed  to  the  committee  on 
distribution,  and  no  public  notice  was  taken  of  the  overture. 
And  what  is  more  surprising  the  subject  is  not  even  alluded  to 
in  the  pamphlet  just  published  by  the  Bible  Society,  that  pro¬ 
fesses  to  give  to  the  public  the  most  interesting  and  import¬ 
ant  matters  that  came  before  the  society  at  the  late  anniver¬ 
sary. 

Jn  the  excellent  address  of  the  venerable  president,  contain¬ 
ed  in  the  above  named  pamphlet,  he  eulogizes  the  British 
AND  Foreign  Bible  Society  for  the  first  organized  attempt  of 
modern  Chrislians  to  give  ALL  MEN  the  word  of  God;  and 
calls  upon  the  American  Bible  Society  to  contemplate  its 
own  humble  endeavor  to  follow  in  the  SAME  NOBLE  CA¬ 
REER,  and  in  keeping  our  own  ever-growing  population  sup 
plied  with  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

What  will  the  fnends  of  the  Bible  Society,  especially  those 
of  them  who  are  the  decided  friends  of  Americana  called  Afri¬ 
cans,  think,  when  they  know  that  one-sixth  of  the  families  of 
this  land  of  “gospel  light  and  privileges,”  are  still  destitute  of 
the  Bible,  and  that  a  proposition  to  supply  them  is  treated 
with  silent  neglect  by  a  National  Bible  Society,  Brofeasing  to 
follow  the  British  Society  in  giving  to  “  all  men’’  the  woro  of 
God  ^  And  what  will  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society 
think  of  their  daughter  in  this  boasted  land  of  liberty,  who, 
while  professing  to  nave  supplied  all  the  destitute  with  a  copy 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  has  overlooked  four  hundred  and 
sixty  thousand  families.*  Shall  the  estimable  representatives 
of  British  Cbris'iians,  now  in  this  country,  Messrs  Re^  and 
Matheaon,  themselves  heartily  and  fully  abolitionists,  carry 
back  to  England  the  intelligence,  that  in  Christian  and  free 
America,  the  Bible  Society  of  this  nation,  would  not  take  a 
step  in  following  “  in  the  same  noble  career”  the  acts  of  that 
parent  institution  which  proceeds  upon  the  divine  precept, 
God  is  no  respecter  qf  persons? 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  trouble  you  with  these  auggea 
tiona,  Chrietian  brethren,  as  I  was  made  the  organ  of  the 
committee  in  their  presentation  of  the  proposition  afotve  nam¬ 
ed  :  and  because  it  is  not  wished,  or  intended,  that  it  ahall  lie 
dormant.  The  donors  to  the  Bible  Society  ought  to  know  the 
facts,  and  to  be  reminded  of  them,  from  time  to  time,  until  the 
institution  ahall  take  up  the  subject  in  good  earnest,  with  an 
honest  purpose  to  redeem  its  plsdge  to  the  nation  and  to  the 
world,  that  every  family  in  the  United  States  should  be  aup- 
pli^  with  the  word  of  God.  It  is  respectfully  suggested  to 
the  friends  of  ihe/our  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  families 
before  mentioned,  to  annex  a  condition  to  tiieir  future  donations 
to  the  Bible  Society,  that  the  sums  to  be  given  by  them  shall 
be  reserved  in  aid  of  a  fund  for  supplying  these  families  with 
the  bread  of  life.

Br.  Leavitt — I  have  just  returned  from  one  of  the 
must  interesting  Sabhath  School  Conventions,  I  have 
ever  attended.  It  was  a  convention  of  Superintend¬ 
ents  and  Teachers  of  Sabbath  Schools  and  Bible 
Classes,  to  the  number  of  nearly  three  hundred — more 
than  one  half  of  whom  I  should  suppose  were  ladies. 
The  Convention  was  organized  in  the  Bleecker  st. 
Presbyterian  Church,  Utica,  by  the  choice  of  Benj. 
P.  Jolnison,  of  Rome,  President,  Mr.  Brigham  of 
Vienna,  Mr.  Bogueoi  Kirkland,  Mr.  Wilbur,  of  Au¬ 
gusta,  and  Mr.  Mills,  of  New-Hartford,  Vice  Presi 
denis,  Mr.  Seth  Hunt,  E.  R.  Beadle  oi  Utica,  and 
Mr.  G.  E.  Hand,  of  Vernon,  Secretaries. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  a  conven¬ 
tion  in  November  last,  reported  on  various  subjects 
committed  to  them,  foi  the  consideration  of  the  con¬ 
vention.  The  convention  adopted  resolutions  relative 
to  the  mode  of  instruction  in  Sabbath  schools,  and 
on  various  topics  connected  with  the  interest  and  ad¬ 
vancement  of  this  cause  throughout  this  region.  On 
Tuesday  evening  the  church  was  filled  with  a  veiy  at¬ 
tentive  audience,  and  several  resolutions  were  discuss 
ed  and  adopted.  The  first  resolution  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  Johnson,  the  president  of  the  convention, 

“  That  the  object  which  should  receive  the  most 
wakeful  solicitude  and  importunate  prayers  ol  Sabbath 
school  teachers,  is  the  saving  conversion  of  their 
pupils  to  God.” 

He  addressed  the  convention  for  a  short  time  on  the 
importance  of  this  resolution — that  unless  this  was 
the  constant  aim  of  the  teachers,  but  little  would  be 
done  for  the  good  of  the  scholars — he  called  upon  ev¬ 
ery  teacher  present  to  take  this  subject  home  with  him, 
and  let  the  result  of  their  labors  in  the  conversion  of 
their  scholars  testify  that  they  had  not  attended  the 
convention  in  vain. 

He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Loss  of  York 
Mills,  forriierly  Agent  for  the  Western  S.  School  Un¬ 
ion,  in  an  address  well  calculated  to  arouse  every  su- 
periutendant  and  teacher,  to  engage  anew  in  their 
good  woik.  He  said,  this  moment  was  one  of  the 
most  interesting  in  his  life — to  see  a  convention  as¬ 
sembled  on  a  subject  so  dear  to  his  heart. 

Pres’t  Mahan  of  the  Oberlin  Institute,  also  address¬

SECOND  PRESBYTERIAN  (LATE  REV.  W.  C.  WAL¬ 
TON’S)  CHURCH,  ALEXANDRIA,  D.  C. 

Brother  Converse — Permit  me,  through  your  paper, 
to  give  some  account  of  a  glorious  work  of  grace  in 
this  church.  This  church,  you  know,  was  greatly 
blessed  of  the  Lord,  while  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
the  devoted  Walton,  but  had  not  enjoyed  any  special 
refreshing  since  he  left  for  Hanford,  till  a  few  weeks 
ago. 

The  Rev.  T.  Spencer  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.  was  provi¬ 
dentially  thrown  amongst  us,  and  presented  to  our 
people  on  the  second  Sabbath  of  December  last,  the 
cause  of  the  A.  H.  M.  Society.  On  the  following 
Tuesday  evening,  the  church  which  had  been  praying 
for  a  revival,  and  intended  a  protracted  meeting  after 
some  weeks,  feeling  that  they  were  then  called  upon 
by  God  in  his  providence,  at  once,  with  humble  de¬ 
pendence  on  Him  for  a  blessing,  to  make  special  ef¬ 
fort,  solemnly  agreed  to  take  upon  them  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  a  series  of  meetings.  Thursday,  18th  Dec., 
was  observed  as  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  and  at 
night  of  the  same  day,  our  meetings  commenced. 
Brother  Spencer  preached.  And  here  I  may  observe 
that  he  did  nearly  all  the  preaching  while  our  meet¬ 
ings  continued.  We  w'ere  also  assisted  by  brother 
Noble  of  Washington  city.  We  continued  our  pro¬ 
tracted  meetings  until  Sabbath,  25th  Dec.  at  night, 
having  preaching  twice  or  thrice  every  day,  a  prayer 
meeting  always  before  service  in  the  morning,  and 
generally  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  the  evening.  After 
the  28th,  we  continued  to  have  preaching  for  another 
week  at  night,  and  frequently  in  the  afternoon,  but 
then  mostly  to  the  converts. 

During  these  meetings,  we  adopted  no  measures 
exc^t  ttose  which  occasion  called  for,  and  to  which 
the  Lord  appeared  to  direct,  and  of  which  he  evident¬ 
ly  approved.  Only  twice,  were  any  of  the  impenitent 
called  forward,  and  then  not  to  occupy  what  is  gener¬ 
ally  called  an  anxious  seat,  but  simply  that  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  might  be  afforded  for  personal  conversation.  Gen¬ 
erally  after  preaehing  at  night,  a  conversation  meeting 
was  held  in  the  lecture  room,  to  which  those  were 
invited  who  desired  to  converse  familiarly  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  their  salvation.  A  similar  meeting  was  also 
frequently  held  in  the  lecture  room  before  preaching 
in  the  morning  and  afternoons.  During  these  meet¬ 
ings,  except  in  one  instance  and  by  one  person,  was 
there  seen  no  animal  excitement,  and  no  sympathetic 
feeling.  The  preaching  was  solemn,  plain,  and  point¬ 
ed — the  truth  was  forcibly  presented  and  attended  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  cooriettons  were 
clear  and  deep.  The  meetings  were  the  Lord’s  in  the 
commencement,  progress,  and  conclusion 

During  this  refreshing,  there  were  hopefully  con¬ 
verted  to  God,  from  80  to  100  souls,  mostly  adults,  and 
a  goodly  number  of  men.  These  were  chiefly  how¬ 
ever  from  other  congregations,  and  will  most  of  them 
join  other  churches.  In  fact  there  were  not  in  our 
congregation  before  our  meetings  commenced,  more 
than  40  impenitent  persons  over  15  or  16  years  of  age 
Our  communiot),  which  should  regularly  have  taken 
place  on  the  first  Sabbath  of  January,  was  )K)stponed 
m  order  to  prevent  hasty  admissions,  and  for  other 
reasons,  till  the  first  of  February,  Hast  Sabbath,)  when 
we  received  to  the  communion  oi  the  second-  church, 
as  a  small  portion  of  the  fruits  of  this  revival,  26  per¬ 
sons.

fluence,  we  can  say  fi«*n  the  het<rt,  estoperpetual — naay  it  bo 
peipetual ! 

A  protracted  meeting  closed  thera  last  week,  during  which 
fourteen  individuals  were  received  into  the  Presb.  ehnreh 
on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  A  large  number  ware 
seriously  impressed,  and  inquiring  with  deep  solicitude,  what 
they  should  do  to  he  saved ;  some  of  whom,  we  are  hi^y  to 
lrarn,have  since  yielded  their  hearts  to  the  Savior.  Iwvaral 
striking  r.asea  of  couveroion  have  oreutred,  and  the  Worir  ap¬ 
pears  to  he  hut  beginning. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  in  this  divine  worit  ia  the 
state  of  things  in  the  penitentiary.  The  pastor  of  the  Preo- 
byterian  church — Rev.  Mr.  Baker — preachee  to  the  eonviets 
every  Sabb^  morning.  After  the  sermon  Sabbath  befora 
last,  he  invited  tlioae  who  desired  to  be  specially  prayed  for 
to  come  forward.  Fourteen  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
kneeled  down  in  the  presence  of  all,  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
tlie  prayers  of  tite  man  of  Qod.  Two  pf  the  number  profites 
to  have  experienced  a  saving  change  of  heart.  There  are 
now  ninety  of  these  unfortunat*  inuvidoa'.s.  How  (deasing 
is  tile  tlionght,  that  they  are  voluntarily'deTOtipg  *  portion  of 
their  time  to  moral  improvement.  If,  instep  of  oecoming 
more  corrupt  and  depraved  by  their  imprisonment,  as  is  usu¬ 
ally  the  case,  many  of  them  should  becooM  truepenitents,  and 
embrace  the  offers  of  salvation  through  a  crucified  Redeemer, 
would  not  every  Christian  be  ready  to  exclaim  with  adoring 
wonder,  “  W hat  hath  Qod  wrought?”  And  why  may  not 
such  a  result  be  anticipated  1  Are  the  mercies  of  Ghxl  limit¬ 
ed  1  Did  Jesiu  Christ  come  to  save  the  righfeous  1  He  de¬ 
clares  the  reverse.  The  glorious  work  of  Qod  which  was 
experienced  in  the  Gfoorgia  penitentiary  a  year  or  two  sinee, 
through  the  instrumentality  ef  those  devoted  and  heroie  men* 
of  God,  Worcester  and  Butler,  proves  conclusively,  that  tha 
degraded  beings  who  people  Our  prisons  and  penitentiariea 
are  susceptible  of  the  influence  of  divine  grace.  Strange  in¬ 
deed  would  it  be,  if  be  who  can  speak  worlds  into  Being, 
should  not  be  able  to  break  the  flinty  heart  of  rebel  man. 
Will  not  Christians  devoutly  pray  for  tha  divine  blesaing  on 
the  meant  used  to  reclaim  these  wanderers  from  the  paths  of 
rectitude,  and  guide  them  into  the  road  to  heaven  ?

to  deepen  the  impressions  made  by  those  who  iiad 
preceded  him.  Many  interesting  facts,  showing  that 
children  have  been  converted  under  the  instruction  of 
their  teachers,  were  mentioned  by  the  several  speak¬ 
ers.  The  next  resolution — 

That  the  Sabbath  school  teacher  should  have  a 
heart  filled  with  the  love  of  Christ,  and  a  spirit  of  con¬ 
secration  to  his  service,” — was  introduced  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Morgan,  formerly  of  Lane  Seminary.  His  ad¬ 
dress  was  one  of  much  interest,  and  served  to  show 
how  much  is  required  of  the  teacher  in  order  to  ac¬ 
complish  all  the  good  that  is  expected  from  him.  His 
heart  must  be  prepared  for  the  work,  and  nothing  short 
of  entire  consecration  to  the  service,  would  answer 
the  demands  made  upon  him.  He  was  succeeded  by 
two  speakers  who  are  not  known  to  me,  and  also  by 
Mr.  Cobb,  a  young  gentleman  preparing  for  the  minis¬ 
try,  who  delivered  a  very  excellent  and  appropriate  ad¬ 
dress.  The  third  resolution — 

“  That  the  influence  of  Sabbath  schools  upon  the 
great  cause  of  Christian  missions  and  the  conversion 
of  the  world,  clothes  the  institution  with  new  interest, 
and  presents  special  claims  upon  the  prayers  and  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  friends  of  the  Redeemer” — was  introduced 
by  Mr.  Blodget,  a  Sabbath  school  teacher,  with  some 
very  forcible  aud  appropriate  remarks. 

He  was  followed  by  Prest.  Mahan,  in  a  speech  well 
calculated  to  enlist  the  heart  of  every  teacher  aad 
every  friend  of  Zion  who  heard  him.  He  traced  the 
connexion  between  the  Sabbath  school,  and  the  fu¬ 
ture  destinies  of  our  world,  in  a  strain  of  eloquent  and 
impressive  thought,  that  could  not  but  arrest  every 
mind.  He  compared  the  results  of  the  labor  in  the 
Sabbath  school,  arising  from  the  conversion  of  the 
scholar,  who,  like  Morrison,  should  grow  up  and  be¬ 
come  a  missionary,  and  spend  a  life  in  the  service  of 
Christ — and  the  conversion  of  an  aged  sinner,  bend¬ 
ing  over  the  grave  just  as  he  was  stepping  into  eter- 
nity--et  exemplified  in  the  fertKe,  deep  and  extended 
prairie  of  (he  west,  and  the  worn  out  and  exhausted 
soil  of  Virginia.  The  first  he  said,whep  turned  up  by 
the  plough,  discloses  its  black,  rich,  and  inexhaustible 
soil,  into  which  as  the  seed  was  thrown,  it  immediate¬ 
ly  took  root,  sprang  up,  and  in  a  few  short  weeks,  in 
passing  over  the  fields,  you  are  unable  to  reach  the 
ear  of  corn  upon  the  stalk,  so  thrifty  and  exuberant  has 
been  its  growth.  The  last  was  an  equally  extended 
field,  but  not  like  the  western  prairie  in  fertility — it 
had  been  worn  out  and  exhausted  by  the  sweat  aud 
toil  and  blood  of  the  oppressed — the  chains  of  the  op¬ 
pressed  too,  had  there  so  often  clanked,  that  it  almost 
seemed  as  if  Heaven  had  withdrawn  from  it  its  dews 
— and  although  you  thrust  in  the  plough,  and  sowed 

{our  seed,  the  crop  would  scarcely  repay  the  gathering.

Either  an  apportunity  has  not  yet  been 
afforded  them  in  other  churches,  or  they  are  undecided 
what  church  to  join ;  or  through  some  fear  or  diffi 
dence  or  improper  view  of  the  nature  of  the  ordinance, 
thw  delay. 

The  work  was  so  evidently  of  the  Lord,  that  the 
world  shut  its  mouth,  nor  was  a  murmur  from  it  heard 

No  conversions,  or  not  more  than  two  or  three,  have 
taken  place  among  us  for  some  weeks.  The  Lord 
however,  is  still  manifestly  with  his  people,  and  our 
prayer  meetings  are  very  interesting.  Our  congrega¬ 
tion  is  composed  nearly  altogether  of  professors  of  re¬ 
ligion,  members  of  the  church.  The  Lord  has  done 
for  us  great  things,  whereof  we  are  glad — to  Him 
would  we  ascribe  all  the  praise  and  glory.  We  were 
very  unworthy  of  this  blessing.

Protracted  Meeting  among  the  Germans. — By  invita¬ 
tion  I  attendetl  a  protracted  meeting  with  Rev.  John  C.  Qul- 
din,  in  one  of  his  churches ;  commencipg  on  Christmas  day. 
This  church  is  called  Bromback’s  church,  and  lies  west  of  the 
turnpike  to  Reading,  ami  about  half  way,  perhaps  from  this 
city  to  Reading. 

I  have  not  for  many  years  seen  the  word  of  the  Lord  have 
such  free  course,  and  to  be  so  glorified,  as  it  was  among  those 
plain  honest  hearted  Germans.  We  hod  service  three  times 
a  day;  morning,  afternoon  and  night.  And  though  there 
was  no  moonlight,  the  people  attended  at  night,  from  miles 
and  miles  nrouml.  Borne  of  them  walked  several  miles 
througii  the  deep  snow  that  fellduring  the  meeting.  The  at- 
tendanee  was  great  and  remarkable,  coasidering  the  weatlter 
and  the  dark  nights.  I  trust  many  were  brought  into  tlie 
kingdom  of  God,  that  will  he  active  and  useful  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  while  they  live. 

But  what  is  better  than  all  the  rest,  at  the  close  of  the  meet¬ 
ings,  a  congregational  meeting  was  called,  to  see  if  they  eouM 
not  have  the  gospel  preached  to  them  every  Sabbath,  instead 
of  once  in  several  weeks,  as  it  had  been  heretofore.  And  a 
vote  was  passed  to  make  an  effort,  aixi  a  subscription  com¬ 
menced  on  the  spot,  and  a  consklerahle  sum  suburibed,  and 
a  committee  appointed  to  carry  it  tlirough  the  congregation ; 
and  if  enough  could  be  raised  to  support  their  pastor  for  ci¬ 
ther  the  whole  or  half  of  hia  time,  then  he  was  to  be  waited 
upon  to  see  if  he  would  not  give  up  all  the  otlier  congrega¬ 
tions,  for  he  had  fire  or  six ;  and  devote  his  time  exclusively 
to  thm  and  their  children ;  or  at  most  that  lie  might  have  but 
one  more  church,  ami  that  near,  tliat  he  might  preach  in  both 
every  Sabliath.  And  I  fondly  hope  from  the  spirit  they  man¬ 
ifested,  that  enough  would  he  subscriheil  to  support  their  pas¬ 
tor,  at  least  half,  if  not  all  his  time  among  them.  AkJ  for 
this  I  feel  truly  thankful.  For  the  system  of  a  minister’s 
serving-  so  many  churches,  awfully  cripples,  if  not  almost  en¬ 
tirely  destroys  his  usefulness.  He  scatters  his  seed  or  labor 
so  widely,  a  little  here,  and  a  little  there,  that  he  addom  reaps 
much  any  where,  and  yet  wears  himself  out  in  labor.  For 
this  good  brotlier  told  me  with  distress  of  mitul,  that  ha  had 
to  ride  through  all  kinds  of  weather;  to  ftiner^s,  visit  the 
sick,  &c.  and  from  thirty  to  forty  miles,  from  one  extremity 
of  his  congragation  to  another,  ao  that  little  or  no  time  was 
left  for  him  to  study,  unless  he  took  it  late  at  night,  from  11 
to  12,  1  and  2  o’clc^,  when  others  were  sleeping,  and  that 
this  was  greatly  injuring  his  health,  and  I  presume  will  short' 
en  his  days. 

1  sincerely  hope  that  this  may  be  the  beginning  of  break¬ 
ing  up  that  system  in  Pennsylvania,  of  a  minister  having  so 
-many  churches,  ami  that  other  churches  will  tee  thatUiey  can 
support  their  minister  without  his  having  six,  eight,  ten  or 
twelve  congregations,  and  than  they  and  tlieir  children  may 
expect  some  profit  from  his  labor.

IMPORTANCE  OF  EXERTING  AN  IMMEDIATE 

CHRISTIAN  INFLUENCE  ON  CHINA. 

But  the  great — the  one  thing,  remains  to  be  men¬ 
tioned.  H  e  want  men — men  to  publish  salvation  to 
the  Chinese.  A  crisis  in  the  history  of  this  people  is 
fast  approaching.  Our  brother  Gutzlaff  has  directed 
the  attention  of  commercial  men,  as  well  as  Christ¬ 
ians,  to  the  coasts  of  China,  and  opened  to  their  view 
a  new  world  for  their  enterprise.  The  immense  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  maritime  provinces,  affords  the  promise 
of  a  vast  and  profitable  trade.  These  portions  of  the 
Chinese  need  and  will  purchase  imrnense  quantities 
of  foreign  goods,  cloths  especially  ;  and  the  products 
of  their  own  industry,  becoming  cheaper  by  being  pur¬ 
chased  at  the  doois  of  the  manufacturers  or  growers, 
will  be  exported  in  greater  raantities  than  ever  before 
to  Europe  and  America.  This  gieat  and  promiaing 
field  for  enterprise  mercantile  men  will  not  neglect, 
and  Christians  should  nut.  I  consider  it  certain  that 
trade  will  he  carried  on  extensively  soon.  Vessels 
will  visit  every  part  of  the  coast,  and  wherever  they 
go,  will  do  sometning  towards  breaking  down  the  wall 
of  separation  between  China  and  the  rest  of  the  world. 
The  government  must  yield  to  the  people  and  permit 
them  to  trade.  Intercourse  with  Europeans  will  work 
a  change  in  the  people ;  their  stagnated  intellects  will 
begin  to  act,  and  society  assume  new  forms.  All  this 
I  consider  certain.  But  I  tremble  when  1  think  of  the 
dangers  that  now  surround  this  my  adt^ed  country. 

I  tremble  when  I  think  of  the  consequences,  should 
the  trade  and  intercourse  of  nominal  Christians  have 
the  same  lamentable  effects  here,  which  have  follow¬ 
ed  them  in  most  other  heathen  countries,  and  preju¬ 
dice — fatally  prejudice  these  millions  amnst  the  re¬ 
ligion  we  profess.  I  tremble  also  when  I  think  of  the 
danger  of  some  rash  act  giving  rise  to  bloodshed,  and 
leading  to  all  the  evils  and  horrors  of  war.  A  war 
here  now  would  probably  be  more  terrible  than  any 
the  world  has  ever  witnessed,  if  carried  to  any  extent 
— the  people  so  numerous,  in  so  peculiar  a  state,  and 
under  such  a  government. — Mr.  Tracy. 

Writing  on  this  subject,  Mr.  Bridgman  remarks — 

We  must  stxin  have  missions  established  in  a  long 
line  from  Kamskatka  to  Cambogia.  We  have  every 
reason  to  suppose  that  Cochin  China  is  suffering  by 
civil  war,  doubtless  to  prepare  the  way  of  the  Lord. 
We  must  soon  find  some  way  to  reach  the  Coreans 
and  Japanese.  How  would  it  answer  for  you  to  ap¬ 
point  a  missionary  to  Japan  ?  And  until  he  can  reach 
that  country,  employ  himself  in  Chinese,  and  among 
this  people. 

DISTRIBDTION  OF  BOOKS  AND  THEIR  EFFECTS. 

I  have  said  nothing  of  the  immediate  influence  of 
the  books  distributed  on  the  salvation  of  souls.  Yon 
see  by  Gutzlaff’s  accounts,  and  by  Afa’s,  that  the  word 
of  life  meets  with  a  welcome  reception  ;  and  with¬ 
holding  it  may  be  to  withhold  that,  which,  if  given, 
would  save  the  soul.  1  have  said  this  much  on  the 
need  of  men  for  this  work,  and  I  have  said  it  now,  be¬ 
cause  I  feel  that  the  subject  is  indescribably  important. 

A  crisis  in  the  moral  history  of  one  third  of  mankind 
is  approaching — how  can  I  but  speak  ?  Tell  the 
young  men  at  home  the  stale  of  our  case,  and,  will 
they  not  come  to  our  aid  ?  The  ships  that  go  up  ^ 
coasts  will  carry  life  or  death  with  them.  Which 
shall  it  be  ? 

I  know  not  whether  you  are  fully  aware  what  pre¬ 
vents  our  distributing  Books  in  Canton.  You  know 
there  are  laws  against  it ;  and  so  there  are  against  our 
walking  in  the  streets  forty  rods  from  out  factory, 
which  law  I  transgress  every  morning.  But  Bbould 
complaint  be  made  to  the  mandarins,  and  they  notice 
our  proceedings,  our  comprador  might  be  seizM,  bam- 
booed,  sent  to  the  cold  country,  or  sttangled ;  the  hong 
merchant  might  be  punished  in  the  same  way  ;  or  the 
business  of  Mr.  — — ’s  house  might  be  stcqipM.  Ail 
these  stand  between  ut  and  the  officers  of  the  Chi- 
and  our  distributing  books  would,  if  noticed  hy 
the  officers,  result  in  the  severe  punishment  of  one  or 
both  of  the  persons  above  referred  to,  who  are  held 
responsible  for  our  conduct.  For  one.  I  do  think,  if 
the  danger  were  all  my  own,  I  should  have  fewer 
fears  than  I  now  have,  and  should  distribute  the  word- 
of  life  far  more  liberally.  But  perhaps  the  day  of  trial 
would  find  me  wanting.

THE  NEW  PRESBYTERY  AT  OTTAWA.

A  new  presbytery  was  organized  at  Ottawa,  Nev. 
26,  under  most  pleasing  circumstances.  There  were 
nine  ministers  present,  from  Putnam  and  the  cotutiM 
north,  all  partaking  of  one  spirit.  Verily,  we  have 
reason  to  take  courage,  in  view  of  what  G^  has  done 
for  us.  But  two  years  ago,  there  was  no  miniater  and 
but  one  church  of  our  demomination,  in  this  whofe  re¬ 
gion.  Brother  Kent  was  at  Galeae ;  but  sooth  of  him 
there  was  no  minister  of  our  denomination  short  of 
Pekin.  Now  there  are  nine  ;  ‘  and  yet  there  is  room.’

They  are  taken  from  the 
study  and  placed  in  new  and  trying  eircumatancaa, 
with  responsibilities  sufficient  to  crush  their  feable 
strength  ;  what  wonder  then,  that  they  should  aome- 
times  err — sometimes  give  an  unfortunate  direction  to 
the  current,  whoM  waters  are  seeking  an  open  eban-_ 
nel  through  which  to  flow.  Shall  truth  or  error  guide" 
the  way  f  Oh,  this  is  the  question.  And  for  one,  I 
rejoice,  that  God  has  pot  it  into  the  hearts  of  hratlMra 
Gridley  and  (xwld,*  to  spend  lj|)a  mnturita  nn4  *ifW 
of  their  lives  in  this  impoitant  told  of  laboa.

Churche*  should  pray  for  minister*  as  the  agents  of  farm¬ 
ing  down  sinners  with  the  word  of  truth.  Prtyer  for  a  minis- 
tsr  la  often  dons  in  a  set  and  formal  way,  and  (wnflned  to  tbs 
prayer  meetings.  They  will  say  their  prayers  in  tbs  old  way, 
as  they  have  always  dona,  “  Lord,  bless  they  ministering  ser. 
vant,  whom  thou  hast  stationed  on  this  part  of  Zion’s  walls," 
and  so  on,  and  it  amounts  to  nothing,  because  there  was  no 
heart  in  it.  And  the  proof  often  is,  that  they  never  thought  id 
praying  for  him  in  secret,  they  never  have  agonized  in  their 
cloeets  for  a  blessing  on  his  labors.  They  may  not  omit  it 
wholly  in  their  meetings.  If  they  do  that,  it  is  evident  that 
they  care  very  little  indeed  about  the  labors  of  their  minis¬ 
ter.  But  that  is  not  the  most  important  place.  The  way  to 
present  efftetual  prayer  for  your  minister  ie  to  lake  it  to  yonr 
cloael,  and  when  you  are  in  secret,  wrestle  with  Ood  for  sue- 
oeaa  to  attend  his  labors. 

I  knew  a  case  of  a  minister  in  ill  health,  who  became  de- 
to  furnish  Bibles  and  tracts  and  missionarite,  to  save  the  preaeed  and  sunk  down  in  his  mind,  and  was  very  much  in 
world  from  deatli,  that  they  should  spend  hundreds  of  dollars  darkness,  so  that  be  did  not  feel  as  if  be  could  preach  any  long- 
in  an  evening,  and  then  go  to  the  monthly  concert  and  pray  er.

taw  country  and  among  the  Chickasaws,  or  for  other 
reasons,  have  withdrawn  from  the  service  of  the  Board ; 
leaving  the  increase  of  ordained  missionaries  in  four 
years  only  49,  and  the  number  of  male  assistant  mis¬ 
sionaries  actually  less  by  two,  at  the  present. time, 
than  it  was  four  years  ago.  This  leaves  the  number 
of  missionaries  of  the  Board  now  among  the  heathen 
99,  and  the  present  number  of  male  assistant  mission¬ 
aries  47.  But  what  are  these,  in  comparison  with  the 
many  millions  in  Africa,  and  western,  southern,  and 
eartern  Asia,  and  the  islands  of  the  sea,  and  on  our 
own  continent,  to  whom  we  have  undertaken  to  pro¬ 
claim  the  gospel  ?  When  will  the  work  be  done  ? — 
how  ? — by  whom  ?  Why  should  not  the  churches  ol 
America  do  it,  and  do  it  far  more  rapidly  ? 

More  men  will  he  urgently  needed  the  present  year 
to  sustain  the  operations  of  the.  Board,  than  there  is 
now  any  prospect  of  obtaining.' 

The  Committee  are  aware  that  the  churches  have 
not  the  power  at  once,  or  in  a  single  year,  to  raise  up 
an  indehnite  number  of  well  qualified  missionaries  to 
meet  the  great  and  increasing  demand  of  the  heathen 
world.  To  accomplish  this  is  the  work  of  time.  It 
is,  also,  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  peculiarly  the 
work  of  God  ;  He  only  can  convert  the  hearts  of  the 
young  men  in  our  country  and  endue  them  with  the 
gifts  and  graces  which  are  requisite  for  so  holy  and

And  furthermore,  that  they  are  concluded,  oflen,  with  prayer. 
Now  I  regard  thia  as  one  of  the  worst  features  about  them ; 
that  after  the  waste  of  time  and  money,  the  excess  in  eating 
and  drinking,  the  vain  conversation,  and  nameless  fooleries, 
with  which  such  a  season  is  filled  up,  an  attempt  should  be 
made  to  sanctify  it,  and  palm  it  off  upon  God,  by  concluding 
it  with  prayer.  Say  what  you  will,  it  would  not  be  more  ab- 
sunl  or  incongruous,  or  impious,  to  close  a  ball,  or  a  theatre, 
or  a  card  party  with  prayer. 

Has  it  come  to  this,  that  professors  of  religion  professing 
to  desire  the  salvation  of  the  world,  when  such  calls  are  made 
upon  them  from  the  four  winds  of  heaven,  to  send  the  gospel 


sermon  to  ministers, 
did  not  rebel  against  God’s  truth,  but  he  vowed  to  Gk)d  that  he 
never  would  rest  until  ho  saw  a  revival  among  his  people. — 
Hereturned  home  and  went  to  work,  the  church  would  not 
wake  up,  except  a  few  members,  and  the  Lord  blessed  them 
and  poured  out  his  Spirit,  but  the  minister  laid  himself  down 
on  his  bed  and  died,  in  the  midst  of  the  revival. 

4.  Be  careful  not  to  complain  of  plain,  pointed  preaching, 
even  when  its  reproofs  fasten  on  yourselves.  Churches  are 
apt  to  forget,  that  a  minister  is  responsible  only  to  Ood. 
They  want  to  make  rules  for  a  minister  to  preach  by,  so  as 
not  to  have  it  fit  them.  If  he  bears  down  on  the  church,  and 
exposes  the  sins  that  prevail  among  them,  they  call  it  person¬ 
al,  and  rebel  against  the  truth.  Or  they  say,  he  should  not 
preach  so  plainly  to  the  church  be/or*  the  world,  it  exposes  reli¬ 
gion,  they  say,  and  he  ought  to  lake  them  by  themselves  and 
preach  to  the  church  alone,  and  not  tell  sinners  bow  bad 
Christians  are.  But  there  are  cases  where  a  minister  can  do 
no  less  than  lo  show  the  house  of  Jacob  their  sins.  If  you 
ask,  VVhy  not  do  it  when  we  are  by  ourselves,  I  answer — just 
as  if  sinners  did  not  know  you  did  wrong.  I  will  preach  to 
yon  by  yourselves,  about  your  own  sins  when  you  will  get  to¬ 
gether  by  yourselves  to  sin.  But  as  the  Lord  livetb,  if  you 


.MR.  FINNEY’S  LECTURES  ON  REVIVALS. 

[From  brief  notes  taken  by  iho  Editor.] 

Lcctvbx  XIII. 

Text.  And  it  came  to  paas,  when  Hoses  hold  up  his  band,  that  Is¬ 
rael  prevailed ;  and  when  be  iet  down  his  hsnd,  Amalek  piaviiled. 
But  Moses’  hands  were  beiry :  aud  they  took  a  stone,  and  put  it  under 
him,  and  he  sat  tbrienn ;  and  Aaron  and  Hiir  star^  up  hit  hands, 
the  one  on  the  one  side  and  Uie  other  on  the  other  side  :  and  his  hands 
were  steady  until  the  going  down  ofthe  eun.  And  Joehua  discomfited 
Amalek  aud  hit  ]>eople  with  the  edge  of  the  sword. — Exodus,  zvii. 

1 1—13. 

You  who  read  your  Bibles  will  recollssct  the  connection  in 
which  these  verses  stand.  The  people  of  God  in  subduing 
their  enemies  came  to  battle  against  the  Amalekiles,  and 
these  incidents  took  place.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  why  im¬ 
portance  should  be  attached  to  the  circumstance  of  Moses’ 
holding  up  his  hands,  unless  the  expression  is  understood  to 
denote  Ihe  attitude  of  prayer.  And  then  his  holding  up  his 
hands,  and  the  success  attending  it,  will  teach  us  the  import¬ 
ance  of  prayer  to  God,  for  his  aid  in  all  our  conflicts  with  the 
enemies  of  God.  The  cooperation  and  support  of  Aaron  and 
Hur  have  been  generally  understood  to  represent  the  duty  of 
churches  to  sustain  and  assist  ministers  in  their  work,  and  the 
importance  of  this  cooperation  to  the  success  of  the  preached 
gospel.  I  shall  make  this  use  of  it  on  the  present  occasion. 
As  I  have  spoken  of  the  duty  of  ministers  to  labor  for  revivals^ 

I  shall  now  consider 

The  co-OPEBATiON  or  the  chukch  in  ptonuciNo  and  cab- 
BVINC  ON  A  BEVIVAL. 

There  are  a  number  of  things  whose  importance  in  promot¬ 
ing  a  revival  hos'not  been  duly  considered  by  churches  and 
ministers,  which  if  not  attended  to  will  make  it  impossible 
that  revivals  should  extend  or  even  continue  fur  any  consider¬ 
able  lime.  In  my  last  two  lectures,  I  have  been  dwelling  on 
the  duties  of  ministers.  And  although  I  have  by  no  means 
done  with  that  subject,  I  could  not  preach  such  a  course  of 
lectures,  without  dwelling  on  somethings  in  which  thechurcli 
must  stand  by  and  aid  their  minister,  if  they  expect  to  enjoy  a 
revival.  In  discussing  the  subject,  I  propose 

I.  To  mention  several  things  which  Christians  must  avoid, 

I  if  they  would  support  ministers. 

II.  Some  things  to  which  they  must  attend. 

I.  I  am  to  mention  several  things  that  must  be  avoided. 

1.  By  all  means  keep  clear  of  the  idea,  both  in  theory  and 
practice,  that  a  minister  is  to  promote  revivals  alone.  Many 
people  are  inclined  to  take  a  passive  attitude  on  this  subject, 
and  feel  as  if  they  had  nothing  to  do.  They  have  employed  a 
minister  and  paid  him,  to  feed  them  with  instruction  and  com¬ 
fort,  and  now  they  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  sit  and  swallow 
the  food  he  gives.  They  are  to  pay  his  salary,  and  attend  on 
his  preaching,  and  they  think  that  is  doing  a  great  deal.  And 
he  on  his  part  is  expected  lo  preach  good,  sound,  comfortable 
doctrine,  to  holster  them  up,  and  make  them  feel  comfortable, 
and  so  they  expect  to  go  to  heaven.  I  tell  you,  THEY  WILL 
GO  TO  HELL,  if  this  is  their  religion.  That  is  not  the  way 
to  heaven. 

Beat  assured  that  where  this  spirit  prevails  in  the  church 
however  good  the  minister  may  be,  the  church  have  taken  the 
course  to  prevent  a  revival.  If  he  is  ever  so  faithful,  ever  so 
much  engaged,  ever  so  talented  and  eloquent,  he  may  wear 
himself  out,  and  perhaps  destroy  hia  life,  but  he  will  have  no 
revival. 

Where  there  is  no  church,  or  very  few  members  in  the 
church,  a  revival  may  be  promoted  without  any  organized  ef¬ 
fort  of  the  ehurch,  becauae  it  ia  not  there,  and  in  such  a  case, 
God  accommodates  bis  grace  to  the  circumstances,  as  he  did 
when  the  apostles  went  out,  single  handed,  to  plant  the  gospel 
in  the  world.  I  have  seen  instances  of  powerful  revivals, 
where  such  was  the  case.  But  where  there  are  means,  God 
wishes  to  have  them  used.  I  had  rather  have  no  church  in  a 
place,  than  attempt  to  promote  a  revival  in  a  place  where 
there  is  a  church  which  will  not  work.  Gk>d  will  be  inquired 
of  by  bis  people  to  bestow  blessings.  The  counteracting  in- 


faborious  a  calling ;  and  he  only  can  fix  their  minds 
and  hearts  on  the  heathen,  and  dispose  them  to  aban¬ 
don  all  the  blessings  of  their  native  land  and  encoun¬ 
ter  cheerfully  the  toils  and  exposures  of  a  missionary 
life.  Yet  to  raise  up  a  number  of  missionaries  ade¬ 
quate  to  perform  the  service  which  Christ,  at  his  as¬ 
cension,  charged  his  followers  with,  and  to  furnish 
them  foi  their  calling,  is  a  work  in  which  the  church¬ 
es  have  an  important  agency,  and  lor  which  they  are 
to  a  very  great  extent  responsible.  If  the  conversion 
of  the  heathen  to  God  should  linger  or  be  postponed 
for  some  centuries  to  come,  for  tlie  want  of  an  ade¬ 
quate  number  of  missionaries,  would  it  be  any  the  less 
the  fault  of  the  churches,  than  if  the  failure  had  been 
owing  to  the  want  of  adequate  funds?  Did  not  Christ, 
when  he  gave  the  command  to  disciple  all  nations, 
make  his  followers  responsible  for  all  the  means  re¬ 
quisite  ;  and  if  they  are  faithful,  may  they  not  be  con¬ 
fident  of  his  blessing  on  their  ettbrls  to  obtain  the 
means  ?  Are  there,  then,  it  may  be  respectfully  and 
affectionately  asked,  those  anxious  and  untiring  exer¬ 
tions  made,  which  the  exigency  demands,  for  multi¬ 
plying,  greatly  and  speedily,  the  number  of  candidates 
for  the  foreign  missionary  service  ?  Are  those  insti¬ 
tutions  whose  special  object  it  is  to  train  up  young 
men  for  the  ministry,  as  liberally  supported  as  they 
ought  to  be  ?  Are  due  efforts  made  in  all  patts  of  our 
I  land  to  search  out  young  men  of  piety  and  talents,  and 
induce  them  to  enter  on  a  course  of  study  for  the  sa¬ 
cred  office  ?  Is  unceasing  and  fervent  prayer  offered 
for  our  colleges,  that  the  young  men  in  them  may  be 
converted  and  qualified  to  serve  God  among  the  heath¬ 
en  ?  Do  ministers  and  private  Christians  every  where 
labor  and  pray  for  the  effusion  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
the  conversion  of  souls  around  them,  as  they  would 
do,  if  they  had  an  unquenchable  desire  for  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  the  heathen,  and  realized  how  much  the  speedy 
accomplishment  of  this  depends  on  a  gieat  increase  of 
the  number  of  missionaries  ?  Are  all  suitable  means 
used  to  direct  the  minds  of  ministers  and  candidates 
for  the  ministry  to  the  six  hondreo  millions  or  hea¬ 
thens,  and  to  the  demand  made  by  them — benight¬ 
ed,  miserable,  and  perishing  in  sin  as  they  are — for 
immediate  help? — If  all  this  is  not  faithfully  felt  and 
done,  how  can  the  churches  excuse  themselves  be¬ 
fore  their  Redeemer  and  Head,  that  they  have  sent, 
and  are  preparing  to  send,  so  few  men  to  perform  the 
great  work  of  converting  all  nations  unto  God. 

As  the  foregoing  remarks  relate  principally  to  the 
apprehended  deficiency  in  the  number  of  missionaries, 
it  may  be  inferred  that  no  increase  in  the  receipts  of 
the  Board  will  be  necessary  for  the  current  year.  It 
should,  however,  be  stated  that,  if  the  expenses  at  the 
several  missions  already  established  remain  the  same, 
any  increase  of  the  number  of  missionaries  must  ne¬ 
cessarily  increase  the  expenditures  of  the  Board. — 
Should  the  Board  send  out  this  yaar  thirty  missiona¬ 
ries  and  male  assistant  missionaries,  which  but  little 
exceeds  the  number  sent  forth  during  the  last  year, 
their  outfit  and  conveyance  to  their  several  fields  ol 
labor,  together  with  what  it  is  necessary  to  advance 
for  their  support,  will  probably  occasion  an  increase  oi 
expenditure,  above  that  of  the  last  year  of  at  least 
^520,000.  Other  reasons  exist  for  an  increase  of  ex 
penditure.  In  nearly  all  well  conducted  missions, 
which  have  been  in  successful  operation  for  a  number  ' 
of  years,  especially  if  enlarged  plans  have  been  form¬ 
ed  for  promoting  education  and  for  the  distribution  oi 
books,  as  is  the  case  among  the  Mahratias,  in  Ceylon, 
and  -at  the  Sandwich  Islands,  the  expenditures  must 
increase  from  year  to  year.  Otherwise  the  labors  oi 
the  missionaries  already  there  cannot  be  rendered  most 
efficient,  nor  the  greatest  advantage  be  taken  of  the 
progress  already  made.  The  amount  which  should  be 
added  lo  the  expenditures  of  last  year  on  this  account 
cannot  be  stated  definitely.  It  should  not,  however, 
be  less  than  ^10,000.  'This  would  make  the  sum 
needed  by  the  Board  for  establishing  new  missions,

congregation.  The  minister  asked.  Is  not  the  preaching  true  1 
“Yes.”  Does  not  God  bless  it!  “Yes.”  Did  you  ever  see 
the  like  of  this  work  before  in  this  place  1  “No,  I  never  did.’’ 
Get  thee  behind  me,  Satan,  the  devil  has  sent  you  here  on  this 
errand ;  you  see  God  is  blessing  the  preaching,  the  work  is  go¬ 
ing  on,  and  sinners  are  converted  every  day,  and  now  you  come 
to  get  me  to  let  down  the  tone  of  preaching,  so  as  to  ease  the 
minds  of  the  ungodly.’’  The  man  fell  the  rebuke,  and  took  it 
like  a  Christian,  he  saw  his  error  and  submitted,  and  never 
again  was  heard  to  find  fault  with  the  plainness  of  preaching. 

In  another  town,  where  there  was  a  revival,  a  woman  who 
had  some  influence,  (not  pious,)  complained  very  much  about 
plain,  pointed,  personal  preaching,  as  she  called  iL  But  by  and 
by  she  herself  became  a  subject  of  the  work.  After  this  aome  of 
A*r  impenitent  friends  reminded  her  of  what  she  used  to  say 
against  the  preacher  for  “  preaching  it  out  so  hot.”  She  now 
aaid  her  views  were  altered,  and  she  did  not  care  how  hot  the 
truth  was  preached,  if  it  was  red  hot. 

6.  Do  not  takepart  with  the  wicked  in  any  way.  If  you  do 
it  at  all,  you  will  strengthen  their  hands.  If  the  wicked  ac¬ 
cuse  the  minister  of  being  imprudent,  or  of  being  personal,  and 
if  the  church  members,  without  admitting  that  the  minister 
does  so,  but  only  admit  that  personal  preaching  is  wrong,  and 
talk  about  tho  impropriety  of  personal  preaching,  the  wicked 
will  feel  themselvea  strengthened  by  such  remarks.  Do  not 
unite  with  them  atoll,  for  they  will  feel  that  they  have  you  on 
their  side  against  their  minister.  You  adopt  their  principles, 


Or  he  may  find  the  house  too  warm,  and  the  people,  instead 
of  listening  to  th*  truth,  are  fanning  and  panting  for  breath, 
and  by  and  by  a  woman  faints,  and  makes  a  stir,  acd  the 
train  of  thought  and  feeling  is  all  lost,  and  so  a  whole  sermon 
ia  wasted  to  no  good  end.  These  little  things  take  off  tbre 
attention  of  people  from  the  words  of  eternal  life.  And  very 
often  it  is  so  that  if  you  drop  a  single  link  in  the  chain  of  ar¬ 
gument,  you  lose  the  whole,  and  the  people  are  damned,  just 
because  the  careless  church  do  nut  see  to' the  proper  regula¬ 
tion  of  these  little  matteri. 

(3.)  The  house  should  be  veil  ventilated.  Of  all  houses,  a 

■■  ■  If  there  ia 


church  should  be  the  most  perfectly  ventilated, 
no  change  of  the  air,  it  passes  threugh  so  many  lungs,  it  be¬ 
comes  bad,  and  its  vitality  is  exhausted,  and  the  people  pant, 
they  know  not  why,  and  feel  an  almost  irresistible  desire  to 
sleep,  and  the  minister  preaches  in  vain.  The  sermon  is  lost, 
and  worse  than  lost  I  have  often  wondered  that  this  matter 
should  be  so  little  the  subject  of  jhought.  The  elders  and 
trusteea  will  sit  and  hear  a  whole  seirraon,  while  the  people  are 
all  but  ready  to  dis  for  the  want  of  air,  and  the  minister  is ' 
wasting  his  strength  in  preaching,  when  the  room  is  just  like 
an  exhausted  receiver,  and  there  they  sit  and  never  think  to 
do  any  thing  to  help  lb*  matter.  They  should  take  it  upon 
themselvea  to  see  that  this  is  regulated  right,  that  the  house 
is  just  warm  enough,  and  the  air  kept  pure.  How  imporunt 
it  i*  that  tha  ehurch  should  be  awake  to  this  subject,  that  tbs , 
minister  may  labor  to  the  beat  advantage,  and  the  people  give . 
their  undivided  attention  to  the  truth,  which  is  to  save  their 
souls. 

It  is  very  common,  when  things  are  wrong  to  have  it  all 
laid  to  the  aezton.  This  is  not  ao.  Often  the  sexton  is  not 
to  blame.  If  the  house  ie  cold  and  uncomforuble,  very  ofiea 
it  is  because  the  fuel  Is  not  good,  or  the  stoves  not  suitable^  or 
th*  house  is  so  open  it  cannot  be  warmed.  If  it  ia  too  warai, 
perhapt  aomebody  has  intermaddled  when  he  waa  ont,  and 
heaped  on  fnal  without  discrebon.  Or,  if  the  sexton  is  ia 
fault,  perfaapa  it  is  becauae  the  church  do  not  pay  him  enough 
for  bis  aervicas,  and  be  cannot  afford  to  give  the  attention  ne¬ 
cessary  to  ketp  the  church  in  order.  Churches  sometimes 
screw  down  the  eexton’a  salary,  to  the  lowest  point,  ao  that 
be  ia  obliged  to  slight  it.  Or  they  will  select  one  who  ie  ia- 
competent  for  the  sake  of  getting  him  eheap,  and  then  the 
thing  ia  not  done.  The  fault  ia  in  the  chnrch.  Let  them  give 
an  adequate  oompensation  for  the  work,  and  it  can  be  done, 
and  done  faithfully.  If  one  sexton  will  not  do  it  right,  another 
will,  and  tha  church  are  bound  to  see  it  dona  right,  or  else  let 
them  dietniN  their  miniater,  and  not  keep  him,  and  at  tha 
tame  time  have  other  things  in  a  state  ao  out  of  order  that  he 
loses  all  hia  work. 

Sam^imes  thia  mncleanlintaa,  and  uagligence,  and  confu¬ 
sion  are  chargeabloto  the  minister.  Perhaps  he  uses  tobacco, 
and  sets  the  example  of  defiling  the  house  of  God.  Perhaps 
the  pulpit  will  be  the  filthiest  place  in  the  house.  I  have 
sometiraea  been  in  pulpits,  that  were  too  loathsoane  to  be  oe- 
copied  by  human  bainga.  If  a  miniater  has  no  more  piety 
and  decency  than  this,  no  wonder  things  are  at  looaa  ends 
in  tha  congregation.  And  generally  it  it  even  ao.

The  Cominittee  hare  never  presented  an  appeal  to 
the  Christian  community  under  circumstances  more 
solemn  and  affecting  than  the  present ;  or  when  they 
fell  it  more  necessary  to  solicit  their  brethren  in  the 
ministry  and  of  the  churches  to  take  a  share  in  their 
responsibility.  The  urgency  of  the  work  is  every 
year  becoming  greater.  Missionaries  are  not  suffered 
to  remain  by  reason  of  death.  Ten  of  their  brethreii 
and  sisters  who  oje  year  ago  were  laboring  among 


body,  you  had  better  dismiss  him.  Who  must  he  preach  to,  if 
not  to  the  persons,  the  individuals  before  him!  And  how 
can  he  preach  to  them,  when  he  does  not  mean  them  7 

8.  If  you  wish  to  stand  by  your  ministers  in  promoting  a 
revival,  do  not  by  your  livet  contradict  hia  preaching.  If  he 
preaches  that  sinners  are  g}ing  to  hell,  do  not  give  the  lie  to 
it,  and  smile  it  all  away,  by  your  levity  and  unconcern.  1 
have  heard  sinners  speak  of  the  effect  produced  on  their  minds 
by  levity  in  Christians,  after  a  solemn  and  searching  discourse. 
They  feel  solemn  and  tender,  and  begin  to  be  alarmed  at  their 
condition,  and  they  see  these  professors,  instead  of  weeping 
over  them,  all  light  and  easy,  as  much  as  to  say,  “Don’t  be 
afraid,  sinners,  it  ain’t  so  bad,  after  all,  keep  cool  and  you  will 
do  well,  do  you  .think  we  would  laugh  and  joke,  if  you  were 
going  to  hell  so  fast  7  We  should  nut  laugh  if  only  your 
house  was  on  fire,  still  less  if  we  saw'you  burning  init.”  Of 
what  use  is  it  for  a  minister  to  preach  to  sinners,  in  sueh  a 
state  of  things? 

9.  Do  not  needlessly  take  up  the  time  of  your  minister. 
Ministers  often  lose  a  great  deal  of  time  by  individuala’  call¬ 
ing  on  them  to  talk  when  they  have  nothing  of  importance  to 
talk  about,  and  no  particular  errand.  The  minister  of  course 
is  glad  to  see  his  friends,  and  often  too  willing  to  spend  time 
in  conversation  with  his  people,  as  be  loves  and  esteems 
them.  Professors  of  religion  should  remember  that  a  minis¬ 
ter’s  time  is  worth  more  than  gold,  for  it  can  be  employed  in 
that  which  gold  can  never  buy.  If  the  minister  is  kept  from 
his  knees,  or  from  bis  bible,  or  his  study,  that  they  may  in¬ 
dulge  themselvea  in  bis  convers-ation,  you  do  a  great  injury. 
V\  hen  you  have  a  good  reaton  for  it,  you  should  never  be  back¬ 
ward  to  call  on  him,  and  even  take  up  all  the  time  that  ia  ne¬ 
cessary.  But  if  you  have  nothing  in  particular  to  say  that  it 
important,  keep  away.  I  knew  >  man  in  one  of  our  cities,  who 
waa  out  of  business,  and  he  used  to  take  up  months  of  the 
minister’s  time.  He  would  come  to  his  study,  and  sit  for  three 
hours  at  a  time,  and  talk,  because  he  had  nothing  else  to  do, 
till  finally,  the  minister  had  to  rebuke  him  plainly,  and  tell 
him  how  much  ain  he  was 


let  it  lie  along.  If  any  one  of  them  had  a  note  at  the  bank, 
you  would  see  him  careful  and  prompt  to  be  on  the  ground  be¬ 
fore  three  o’clock.  That  ia  because  the  note  will  be  protested, 
and  they  shall  lose  their  character.  But  they  know  the  min¬ 
ister  will  not  cue  them  for  hia  salary,  and  they  are  careless  and 
let  it  run  along,  and  he  must  suffer  the  inconvenience.  This  it 
not  so  common  in  the  city  as  it  is  in  the  country.  But  in  the 
country,  I  have  known  some  heart  rending  cases  of  distress 
and  misery,  by  the  negligence  and  cruelty  of  eongregations, 
in  withholding  that  which  is  due.  Churches  live  in  habitual 
lying  and  cheating,  and  then  wonder  why  they  have  no  revival. 
How  can  they  wonder? 

2.  Pray  for  your  minitter.  I  mean  something  by  thia  7 
And  what  do  you  suppose  I  mean  7  Even  the  apostles  used  to 
urge  the  churches  to  pray  for  them.  This  is  more  important 
than  you  imagine.  Ministers  do  not  ask  people  to  pray  for 
them,  simply  as  men,  nor  that  they  may  be  filled  with  an  i 
abundance  of  the  Spirit’a  influences,  so  as  to  make  them  very  I 
happy.  But  they  know  that  unless  the  church  greatly  deairea 
a  bleating  upon  the  labors  of  the  minister,  it  ia  tempting  God 
for  him  to  expect  it.  How  often  does  a  minister  go  into 
his  pulpit,  feeling  that  bis  heart  is  ready  to  break  for  the 
blessing  of  God,  and  because  he  feels  that  there  is  no  room  to 
expect  it  for  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  the  church  desire  iL 
Perhaps  ho  has  been  two  hours  on  his  knees  m  supplication, 
and  yet  because  he  feels  that  the  church  do  not  desire  a  bless¬ 
ing,  be  feels  as  if  his  words  would  bound  right  back  in  his  face. 

I  have  seen  Christians  who  would  be  in  an  agony,  when  the 
minister  was  going  into  the  pulpit,  for  fear  his  mind  should  be 
in  a  cloud,  or  his  heart  cold,  or  ha  should  have  no  unction, 
and  BO  a  blessing  should  not  come.  I  have  labored  with  a 
I  man  of  this  sort.  He  would  pray  until  begot  an  assurance  in 
his  mind,  that  God  would  be  with  me  in  preaching,  and  some- 
timea  he  would  pray  himself  sick.  I  have  known  the  time, 
when  be  has  been  in  darkness  for  a  season,  while  the  people 
'  were  gathering,  and  his  mind  was  full  of  anxiety,  and  he 
would  go  again  and  again  to  pray,  till  finally  he  would  come 
into  the  room  with  a  placid  face,  and  say,  “  ’The  Lord  baa 
come,  and  he  will  be  with  us.”  And  I  do  not  know  that  I 


to  us  or  not,  we  know  are  perfectly  wise  and  good,

SABBATH-BREAKING  MINISTERS. 

Br.  Learitt — In  reading  quite  recently,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  article  in  the  Christian  Spectator,  “  On  the 
Sabbath,”  I  regretted  to  find  the  writer  apologizing 
for  those  ministers  who  travel  on  that  day  to  make 
exchanges  with  their  brethren.  True,  many  good 
men  advocate  the  practice,  but  does  their  advocacy 
make  it  right?  Those  who  claim  this  privilege 
assume  two  things  which  need  to  be  proved. — 
r.  That  it  is  necessary  for  ministers  to  exchange. 

2.  That  they  must  take  holy  time  in  which  to  go 
and  return. 

To  prove  either  of  these  positions  might  be  a 
somewhat  difficult  task.  Why  exchange  at  all  ? 
The  answer  is,  “  I  have  not  had  time  to  prepare” — 
an  answer  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  dictated  by 
sheer  indolence.  How  do  those  ministers  get 
along  who  are  scattered  over  our  western  and  south¬ 
ern  states,  so  remote  from  neighbor.s  that  to  make 
an  exchange  would  cost  more  time  than  most  men 
devote  to  the  ordinary  preparations  for  a  Sabbath  ? 

If  any  one  is  deprived  occasionally  of  all  opportu- 
tunity  for  preparation,  I  would  say  to  him,  spend 
the  time  you  would  take  in  riding  to  the  parish  of 
your  brother  in  your  closet,  in  communion  with 
your  God,  and  go  from  your  knees  to  your  pulpit 
with  no  other  preparation.  If  you  cannot  do  this, 
like  the  lamented  Hart,  have  your  two  sermons  ly- 
ipgonyour  “upper  shelf,”  ready  for  such  occa¬ 
sions.  If  all  these  resources  fail,  better  stay  wilh 
your  people  and  hold  a  prayer  meeting,  than  tram¬ 
ple  on  the  Sabbath  and  lead  infidels  to  sneer  and 
scoff 

But  after  all,  must  you  exchange  T  Then  go  on 
Saturday.  Why  not?  Can  you  not  leave  your 
£imily?  How  can  lawyers  and  merchants  leave 
their  families  as  they  do  under  all  circumstances  ? 
How  can  our  Methodist  brethren  leave  their  fami¬ 
lies  ?  I  know  well  that  those  ministers  who  travel 
or  exchange  uf  on  the  Sabbath,  curl  their  lips  at 
those  who  profess  to  be  conscientious  on  this  sub¬ 
ject,  and  call  them  -punctilious.  But  a  sneer  differs 
widely  from  an  argument.  It  may  answer  for  an 
infidel,  but  it  is  unworthy  a  Christian. 

Our  New  England  brethren  say  much  about 
Sabbath  breaking  at  the  west.  What  they  say  is 
too  true.  Even  the  half  is  not  told.  But  yet  the 
Sabbath  is  regarded  with  much  more  sacredness 
by  tninislert  and  Christians  generally,  at  the  west, 
than  it  is  at  the  east.,  1  remember  an  anecdote 
which  will  illustrate  what  I  wish  to  say  on  this 
point.  The  son  of  a  New  England  farmer  was 
much  addicted  to  the  use  of  the  whip  when  he 
drove  his  father’s  oxen.  The  old  gentleman  tried 
every  e^»«dicnt  to  correct  the  habit,  but  to  no  pur¬ 
pose.  The  lad  v^ould  do  well  in  his  father’s  sight, 
but  at  other  times  was  most  unmerciful  in  beating 
the  team.  At  length  the  father  hit  upon  an  expe¬ 
dient  that  must  prove  successful.  lie  cut  a  fine 
hickory  sprout  and  trimmed  off  all  the  limbs,  care¬ 
fully  leaving  the  bud  on  the  end  of  the  stick,  and 
handing  it  to  his  son,  said,  “  Now,  my  son,  if  you 
break  off  the  bud  from  the  end  of  the  whip,  you 
may  depend  on  merited  punishment.”  The  sou 
hastened  away  with  his  team,  and  no  sooner  was 
he  out  of  sight  of  the  father,  than  he  hid  his  hicko 
,  ry  under  the  fence,  supplied  himself  with  another, 
beat  the  poor  oxen  all  the  way,  tnen  took  his  hick 
ory  again  and  with  the  bud  safe  returned  to  his  fa 
ther.  A  large  proportion  of  New  England  Christ 
ians  start  well  when  traveling  westward,  but  by 
the.  time  they  reach  the  North  River  they  leave 
their  religious  character,  travel  on  the  Sabbath  as 
they  go  and  return,  till  they  reach  the  Hud.son 
again;  then  resume  their  sanctity,  and  get  home 
with  the  bud  sound  on  the  end  of  the  whip.  Our 
western  steamboats  are  crowded  every  season  with 
Sunday  traveling  Christians,  deacons  and  minis¬ 
ters,  from  the  eastern  states,  who  make  the  tour  of 
the  west. 

Much  of  the  evil  grows  out  of  the  system  of 
Sabbath  traveling  at  home  by  way  of  “  exchang¬ 
es”  A  minister  travels  from  ten  to  twenty  miles, 
as  IS  often  the  Ciase  in  New  England  on  Sabbath 
morning,  “  to  exehange.”  He  reaches  the  place  of 
his  destination  barely  in  season  to  commence  wor- 
ship.  I  will  uot  inquire  whether  his  preaching 
after  a  fatiguing  ride,  with  no  time  for  thought  or 
devotion,  will  be  more  likely  to  do  good  than  would 
a  warm  extempore  sermon  at  home,  after  having 
spent  the  morning  in  his  study.  I  will  not  inquire 
after  the  effect  of  bis  example  upon  those  men 
whose  doors  he  passes,  who  regarcl  him  merely  as 
an  hireling,  and  claim  that  they  have  the  same  right 
to  travel  on  their  business  that  the  minister  has  on 
his.  1  wish  to  look  at  it  simply  in  its  effect  upon 
him  as  a  habit.  He  has  been  accustomed  to  travel 
three  or  four  hours  on  Sabbath  morning  at  home, 
“ to  exchange.”  He  is  called  to  journey  “to  the 
weet.”  Perhaps  he  is  an  agent.  He  finds  himself 
on  Saturday  morning  in  Buffalo.  It  would  be 
pleasant  to  spend  tbo  Sabbath  in  Cleveland.  The 
W>at  will  reach  Cleveland  by  10,  A.  M.  on  Sab¬ 
bath.  Hewilltrrive  in  lime  to  preach.  Well, 
there  is  no  more  harm  in  riding  on  Lake  Erie  for 
three  hours  of  a  Sabbath  morning,  than  on  a  Mas- 
sacbusells  turnpike ;  in  a  steamboat  than  in  a  gig. 
Perhaps  the  pulpit  iu  Cleveland  will  be  vacant,  at 
anv  rate  it  is  an  important  place,  and  the  Sabbath 
will  be  a  better  time"  “  to  present  the  object.”  The 
logic  is  good  ;  the  conclusion  correct ;  the  end 
sanctifies  the  means.  He  steps  into  the  boat  and  is 
off  What  the  boat’s  crew  and  the  passengers  think 
of  it,  I  will  not  stop  to  inquire.  Nor  will  I  ask 
haw  it  affects  the  go^  people  of  C. — aye.  and  the 
bad  ones  too.  But  for  his  old  habit  of  making  Sun¬ 
day  exchanges  he  would  have  shuddered  at  his  own 
course. 

Upon  the  same  principle,  the  brethren  of  our 
eastern  churches  will  ride  five  or  ten  miles  to  the 
next  village  on  Sabbath  morning  to  attend  church, 
asthey  make,  their  western  journies — as  much  more 
at  intermission — twice  ae  far  at  nieht — thus  mak- 
ing  out  a  pretty  fair  “Sabbath-day^  journey,”  and 
then  congratulate  themselves  at  their  evening  de¬ 
votions  that  they  have  heard  “such  good  sermons” 
and  have  traveled  byt  little  farther  than  they  would 
have  done  at  home  in  going  to,  and  returning  from 
church.  Hi*  >11  good  logic.  These  things  are 
obeerved,  and  form  the  theme  of  bar-room  ridicule 
the  villages  of  the  west,  “  These  are  the  men.” 
IS  taunungly  said,  “who  are  making  so  much 
fort  to  civilize  the  .west,  and  learn  them  to  keen 
-1  Sabbath."  ^ 


Let  these  things  be  remembered  by  our  eastern  j 
brethren  and  their  efforts  for  the  west  will  accom- 1 
plish  far  more  than  they  now  do  in  promoting  a 
sound  regard  for  the  Sabbath.  OHIO.

I’he  following  extract  of  a  letter  from  a  daugh¬ 
ter  to  a  father,  will  be  read  with  deep  interest.  It 
was  written  a  few  weeks  after  her  husband’s  death. 
About  four  months  from  its  date  her  father  died, 
and  she  also  died  sixteen  days  after  him.  'I’he 
physician  speaking  of  her  sickness,  said,  “he  could 
call  it  by  no  name  but  that  of  a  messenger  sent  sud¬ 
denly  to  call  her  out  of  the  world.^ 

“  Princkton,  Nov.  2,  1757. 

“  Honored  Sir — Since  I  wrote  my  mother’s  letter, 
God  has  carried  me  through  new  trials,  and  given 
me  new  supports.  My  lillle  son  has  been  sick 
with  a  slow  fever,  and  has  been  brought  to  the 
brink  of  the  grave,  but  1  hope  in  mercy  God  is 
bringing  him  up  again.  I  was  enabled  to  resign 
the  child,  after  a  severe  struggle  with  nature,  with 
the  greatest  freedom.  God  showed  me  that  the 
child  was  not  my  own,  but  his  ;  and  that  he  had  a 
right  to  recall  what  he  had  lent,  wnenever  he 
thought  fit,  and  1  had  no  reason  to  complain,  or  say 
God  was  hard  with  me.  This  silenced  me  But  oh, 
how  good  is  God !  He  not  only  kept  me  from  com¬ 
plaining,  but  comforted  me  by  enabling  me  to  offer 
up  the  child  by  faith,  I  think, if  ever  1  exercised  faith. 

I  saw  the  fulness  there  was  in  Christ  for  little  in 
fants,  and  his  willingness  to  accept  of  such  as  were 
ofiered  to  him.  “  Sufler  little  children  to  come  un¬ 
to  me,  and  forbid  them  not,”  were  comforting 
words. 

“God  also  showed  me  in  such  a  lively  manner, 
the  fulness  there  was  in  himself  of  all  spiritual  bless¬ 
ings,  that  I  said,  Although  all  streams  were  cut  off, 
yti  so  long  as  my  God  lives  I  have  enough. 

"  In  this  time  of  trial  I  was  led  to  enter  into  a  re¬ 
newed  and  explicit  covenant  with  God,  in  a  more 
solemn  manner  than  ever  before,  and  with  the  great¬ 
est  freedom  and  delight.  After  much  self-examina¬ 
tion  and  prayer,  I  did  give  up  myself  and  children  to 
God  w’ith  my  whole  heart.  Never  until  now  had  I  a 
sense  of  the  privilege  we  are  allowed  iu  covenant¬ 
ing  wilh  God.  This  net  of  soul  left  my  mind  in  a 
quiet  and  steady  trust  in  God. 

“A  few  days  after  this,  in  talking  of  the  glorious 
state  my  dear  departed  husband  must  be  in,  my 
soul  was  carried  out  in  such  longing  desires  after 
this  glorious  state,  I  was  forced  to  retire  from  the 
family  to  conceal  my  joy.  When  alone  I  was  so 
transported,  and  my  soul  carried  out  in  such  eager 
desires  after  perfection,  and  the  full  enjoyment  of 
God,  and  to  serve  him  uninterruptedly,  that  1  think 
my  nature  would  uot  have  borne  much  more.  I 
think,  dear  sir,  I  had  that  night  a  foretaste  of 
heaven. 

‘‘ButO,  whatcause  of  deep  humiliation  and  abase¬ 
ment  of  soul  have  1  on  account  of  remaining  cor¬ 
ruption,  which  1  see  working  continually,  especial¬ 
ly  pride !  O  to  be  delivered  from  the  power  of  sin  ! 

I  cannot  help  hoping  the  time  is  near.  God  is  cer¬ 
tainly  fitting  me  for  himself  and  when  I  think, 
it  will  be  soon  that  I  shall  be  called  hence,  the 
thought  is  transporting.  E.  B.” 

In  her  letter  to  her  mother,  to  which  she  refers 
in  the  above,  she  gives  an  account  of  her  lamented 
husband’s  death,  and  expresses  the  sense  she  had 
of  the  greatness  of  the  loss  she  and  her  two  child, 
ren  bad  sustained.  She  closes  this  letter  by  “  beg¬ 
ging  her  dear  parents  not  to  forget  her  fatherless 
children.”  But  soon  afterwards  both  her  parents 
died,  as  well  as  herself,  and  left  them  orphans 
indeed. 

My  object  in  forwarding  this  letter,  and  these 
facts,  is  to  engage  Christians  to  pray  for  one  of  these 
orphans  who  still  survives.  He  affords,  it  is  believ¬ 
ed,  no  evidence  of  piety,  although  the  “little  son," 
who  was  dedicated  to  a  covenant  keeping  God  with 
so  much  sincerity,  faith  and  delight.  Christian 
parents  and  ministers  will  need  no  solicitation  to 
pray  for  him,  when  informed  that  the  father  to 
whom  this  letter  is  addressed,  is  the  Rev.  Jonathan 
Edwards,  “whose  praise  is  in  all  the  churches,” 
and  who  is  named  “  the  great  Edwards,”  by  reason 
of  his  extraordinary  learning  and  piety.  'I'he  “  lit¬ 
tle  son”  for  whom  prayer  is  particularly  asked, 
and  who  was  given  up  to  God  with  such  faith  and 
resignation  is  Aaron  Burr,  one  of  the  most  extra¬ 
ordinary  men  of  the  age,  and  who  but  for  his  fatal 
duel  with  Alexander  Hamilton,  might  have  reached 
the  highest  office  in  our  nation  I 

Aaron  Burr  was  the  son,  as  well  as  grand-son, 
of  an  eminent  minister.  God  made  him  early  an 
orphan.  He  could  have  therefore  been  benefited 
but  little  by  the  goodly  example  and  counsel  of  his 
parents.  He  was  from  boyhood,  caressed,  and 
flattered,  and  surrounded  with  circumstances  un¬ 
favorable  to  piety.  He  entered  the  army  when  a 
lad,  and  soon  rose  to  a  high  and  responsible  station. 
But  he  had  not  religious  principle.  His  melan¬ 
choly  and  instructive  history  is  well  known.  He 
is  no  longer  carressed  and  flattered.  He  walks 
alone,  shunned  and  unknown  I 

Nu  Christian  or  patriot  can  look  upon  Aaron 
Burr  without  deep  emotion.  He  excites  feelings 
similar  to  what  we  feel  when  treading  over  the 
.ashes  of  the  illustrious  dead.  The  soul  thinks  on 
the  greatness  that  dwells  in  ruins,  and  however 
strongly  it  may  disapprove  the  course  to  which  he 
was  hurried,  by  his  towering  ambition  and  despe¬ 
rate  fortunes,  it  cannot  but  regard  him  with  min¬ 
gled  emotions  of  pity  and  admiration.  He  has  long 
been  an  object  of  the  patriot’s  scorn — now  let  him 
be  an  object  of  the  Christian’s  prayer.  Why  has 
(Iktd  spared  him  beyond  the  common  age  of  man  ? 
Why  is  his  day  of  probation  thus  prolonged  ?  Per 
haps  in  answer  to  a  mother’s  prayers — perhaps 
God  has  rich  designs  of  mercy  toward  him, 


which,  however,  he  will  be  inquired  of.  Let  Chris 
tian  parents  and  ministers  pray  for  Aaron  Burr. — 
He  is  now  at  least  seventy-five  years  of  age,  and 
will  probably  be  a  subject  of  prayer  but  a  short 
time  longer.  God  who  is  rich  in  grace,  who  con 
verted  Saul  of  Tarsus,  may  shine  into  his  heart, 
and  shewing  him  the  reality  and  necessity  of  the 
religion  of  Jesus,  may  yet  make  him  a  trophy  of 
his  grace.  J.  A.  M. 


“  And  where  shall  I  begin?”  inquired  the  unbe¬ 
liever.  “  At  the  New  Testament  T” 

“  No,”  said  the  elder  ;  “  at  the  beginning — at 
Genesis.” 

The  infidel  bought  a  Commentary,  and  went 
home,  and  sat  down  to  the  serious  study  of  the 
Scriptures.  He  applied  all  his  strong  and  well 
disciplined  powers  of  mind  to  the  Bible,  to  try  rig¬ 
idly  hut  impartially  its  truth.

“  1  have  been  reading,”  replied  the  infidel,  “the 
moral  law.” 

“  Well,  what  do  you  think  of  it?”  asked  the  el¬ 
der. 

“  I  will  tell  you  what  I  used  to  think,”  answered 
the  infidel.  “  1  supposed  that  Moses  was  the  lead 
er  of  a  horde  of  banditti ;  that  having  a  strong 
mind,  he  acquired  great  influence  over  a  supersti¬ 
tious  people ;  and  that  on  Mount  Sinai,  he  played 
off  some  sort  of  fire-works,  to  the  amazement  of 
his  ignorant  followers,  who  imagined,  in  their  min¬ 
gled  fear  and  superstition,  that  the  exhibition  was 
supernatural.” 

“  But  what  do  you  think  now  ?”  interposed  the 
elder. 

“  I  have  been  looking,”  said  the  infidel,  “  into 
the  nature  of  that  law.  I  have  been  trying  to  see 
whether  I  can  add  any  thing  to  it,  or  take  any  thing 
from  it,  so  as  to  make  it  better.  Sir,  I  cannot. — 

It  is  perfect.'' 

“The  first  commandment,”  continued  he,  “  di¬ 
rects  us  to  make  the  Creator  the  object  of  our  su¬ 
premo  love  and  reverence.  That  is  right.  If  he 
be  our  Creator,  Preserver,  and  supreme  Benefac¬ 
tor,  we  ought  to  treat  him  and  none  other,  as  such. 
The  second  forbids  idolatry.  That  certainly  is 
right.  The  third  forbius  profaneness.  The  fourth 
fixes  a  lime  for  religious  worship.  If  there  be  a 
God,  he  ought  surely  to  bo  worshiped.  It  is  suita- 
ble  that  there  should  be  an  outward  homage,  sig¬ 
nificant  of  our  inward  regard.  If  God  be  wor¬ 
shiped,  it  is  proper  that  vome  time  should  be  set 
apart  for  that  purpose,  when  all  may  worship  him, 
harmoniously  and  without  interruption.  One  day 
in  seven  certainly  is  not  too  much  ;  and  I  do  not 
know  that  it  is  too  little.  'Fhe  fifth  defines  the  pe¬ 
culiar  duties  arising  from  family  relations.  Inju,- 
ries  to  our  neighbor  are  then  classified  by  the  mor¬ 
al  law.  They  are  divided  into  offences  against 
life,  chastity,  property,  and  character.  And,”  said 
he,  applying  a  legal  idea  with  legal  acuteness,  “  I 
notice  that  the  greatest  offence  in  each  class  is 
expressly  forbidden.  Thus  the  greatest  injury  to 
life  is  murder ;  to  chastity,  adultery ;  to  property, 
theft ;  to  character,  perjury.  Now  the  greater 
offence  must  include  the  less  of  the  same  kind. — 
Murder  must  include  every  injury  to  life ;  adult¬ 
ery  every  injury  to  purity,  and  so  of  the  rest. — 
And  the  moral  code  is  closed  and  perfected,  by  a 
command  forbidding  every  improper  desire  in  re¬ 
gard  to  our  neighbor. 

“  I  have  been  thinking,”  he  proceeded,  “  where 
did  Moses  get  that  law  ?  I  have  read  history  :  the 
Egyptians  and  the  adjacent  nations  were  idola¬ 
ters  ;  so  were  the  Greeks  and  Romans  ;  and  the 
wisest  and  best  Greeks  and  Romans  never  gave  a 
code  of  morals  like  this.  Where  did  Moses  get 
this  law,  which  surpasses  the  wisdom  and  philos¬ 
ophy  of  the  most  enlightened  ages  ?  He  lived  at 
a  period  comparatively  barbarous,  but  he  has  given 
a  law,  in  which  the  learning  and  sagacity  of  all 
subsequent  time  can  detect,  no  flaw.  Where  did 
he  get  it  T  He  could  not  have  soared  so  fitr  above 
his  age,  as  to  have  devised  it  himself.  1  am  s.at- 
isfied  where  he  obtained  it.  It  came  down  from 
heaven.  I  am  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  reli 
gion  of  the  Bible.” 

The  infidel, — infidel  no  longer, — remained  to 
his  death  a  firm  believer  in  the  truth  of  Christian¬ 
ity.  He  lived  several  years  after  this  conversa¬ 
tion  ;  about  three  I  bidieve.  He  continued  to 
pursue  the  study  of  the  Bible, — his  views  of  the 
Christian  religion  expanding  and  growing  correct. 
Profaneness  was  abandoned.  An  oath  was  now 
as  offensive  to  him  as  it  was  familiar  before. — 
When  his  form  r  gay  companions  used  one,  he 
habitually  reproved  them.  He  remonstrated  with 
them  upon  its  folly  and  want  of  meaning,  and  said 
that  he  could  never  imagine  before,  how  painful 
profane  language  must  be  to  a  Christian.  But 
did  he  become  a  sincere  disciple  of  Christ?  He  al¬ 
ways  expressed  great  doubt  upon  that  point.  He 
could  hope  for  nothing  from  the  world,  and  he  was 
afraid  that  he  might  chose  other  pleasures  from 
that  circumstance,  without  a  radical  change  of 
feeling. 

1  learned  these  particulars,  a  few  years  since, 
from  one  of  the  parties.  'I'he  lapse  of  time  may 
have  caused  some  immaterial  variation,  but  I  be- 
lieve  no  other.  I  have  endeavored  to  be  more 
than  substantially  correct,  and  have  therefore  left 
many  important  ideas  unexpanded,  as  I  understood 
them  to  occur,  in  the  actual  conversation. 

Let  the  reader  medi:ate  on  this  history,  for  it  is 
believed  to  be  rich  in  practical  instruction.  The 
main  thought  is  this,  that  the  moral  law  is  a  raon 
urnent, — a  sublime  monument, — of  the  great  mor 
ul  transaction  at  Sinai,  at  the  delivery  of  the  ten 
commandments.  But  let  him  mark  also  the  spe. 
cies  of  unbelief,  the  practical  temper  inspired  by 
disease,  the  lingering  nature  of  the  complaint,  the 
judicious  advice  and  kind  attention  of  the  Chrisiian 
elder,  the  beautiful  arrangement  of  Providence  by 
which  these  concurred,  the  excellence  of  the  mor¬ 
al  law  as  explained  and  felt,  and  the  glorious  re- 
forming  power  of  the  Bible. _ Q.-  ■  g. 


be  sober  and  steady.  But  a  melancholy  event, ' 
which  the  captain  ascribes  to  this  liquor,  has  yet 
to  be  related. 

“  I  was  sitting  one  Sunday  morning  in  the  round 
house,  too  sick  to  move  about,  or  to  take  interest 
in  any  thing,  the  rain  pouring  upon  the  deck,  when 
I  heard  something  fall,  heavy  and  loud,  as  if  some 
heavy  timber  from  aloft  bad  come  down.  Soon  I 
heard  the  mate  cry  “CaZ/  the  captain."  The  steward 
was  soon  at  the  captain’s  slateToom,  wilh  a  fearful 
message,  “  Captain,  one  of  the  men  has  fallen  from 
the  yard.”  I  was  so  sick  that  I  could  not  venturo 
to  see  the  poor  fellow — knowing  1  could  do  no 
good.  He  had  fallen  from  the  mizen  top  sail  yard 
— about  45  feet,  his  head  was  foremost,  and 
struck  the  deck  with  a  deadly  force.  He  was 
taken  up  senseless,  and  continued  so  till  night, 
when  his  immortal  spirit  took  its  flight.  What  a 
sudden  call  upon  a  sinnrr  to  meet  his  God  !  The 
captain  supposes  he  had  not  recovered  enough 
from  the  effects  of  drink,  to  know  how  to  take 
care  of  himself  when  aloft.  The  next  morning  at 
8  o’clock,  I  was  requested  to  officiate  at  the  buri- 
al.  It  was  the  first  1  hud  ever  witnessed  at  sea. 
When  I  came  on  deck,  the  sailors  and  steerage 
passengers  were  all  assembled  at  the  side  of  the 
ship,  near  her  middle.  On  a  barrel  which  reach¬ 
ed  to  the  top  of  the  bulwarks  was  a  board  laid, 
which  extended  over  the  sea  ;  on  the  board  lay 
the  body,  sewed  up  in  canvass,  and  wrapped  m  t:ie 
national  flag,  ready  to  plunge  into  its  boundless 
grave.  My  audience  was  comprised  of  Catholics, 
Protestants,  Irish, -English,  Welsh,  Dutch,  French, 
Swedes  and  Americans.  The  deceased  sailor 
was  a  Swede, «  young  man  of  respectable  parents, 
now  living  in  Stockholm,  from  whom  he  had  run 
away.  After  a  short  exhortation,  feebly  uttered, 
(fori  was  sick,)  I  began  the  burial  service,  which, 
however  impressive  on  land,  is  deeply  so  in  the 
solitude  of  the  ocean,  over  so  deep  a  sepulchre, 
amidst  the  roaring  of  the  winds  and  ihe  strife  of 
bounding  billows.  At  the  words  “  Wie  commit  his 
body  to  the  deep,"  the  two  men  standing  by  the 
corpse,  raised  one  end  of  the  board  on  which  it 
lay,  when  it  plunged  into  the  foaming  water  which 
was  swelling  up  the  ship’s  side,  making  a  horrid 
plash  and  striking  all  hearts  with  solemnity.  The 
spectators,  as  if  they  had  not  expected  it,  rushed 
to  the  bulwarks  to  see  it  sinking  into  the  fathom¬ 
less  abyss — the  surge  rolled  its  huge  mass  over 
the  place  where  it  fell,  the  rapid  ship  swept  away 
from  the  lonely  remains  of  one  who  so  lately  had 
been  managing  her  wings,  while  I  continued  the 
service  :  the  earth  and  the  sea  shall  give  up  their 
dead,  dpc.  Thus  ended  the  short,  simple,  but 
most  solemn  funeral  at  sea,  the  last,  I  hope,  to  be 
witnessed  by  me.  But  may  be,  the  next  may  be 
mine  !  “  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days  that  we 
may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom !”  Desirous 
of  improving  the  opportunity  to  do  some  good  to 
those  OA  board,  I  went  immediately  to  my  trunk, 
and  got  out  my  tracts,  which  the  sailors  and  steer¬ 
age  passengers,  though  several  of  the  latter  are 
Irish  Roman  Catholics,  received  with  expressions 
of  thankfulness,  and  seemed  to  take  pleasure  in 
reading.

WHERE  DID  HE  GET  THAT  LAW7 
In  a  neat  and  beautiful  city,  in  one  of  the  north 
ern  Stales,  lived  a  lawyer  of  eminence  and  talents 
I  do  not  know  many  particulars  of  his  moral  char 
acter;  but  he  was  notoriously  profane.  He  had 
a  negro  boy,  at  whom  hia  neighbors  used  to  hear 
him  swear  with  awful  violence.  One  day,  this  gen¬ 
tleman  met  an  elder  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
who  was  also  a  lawyer,  and  said  to  him  :  “  I  wish. 
Sir,  to  examine  into  the  Christian  religion.  What 
books  would  you  advise  me  to  read  on  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  Christianity?” 

The  elder,  surprised  at  the  inquiry,  replied  : — 
“  That  is  a  question.  Sir,  which  you  ought  to  have 
settled  long  ago.  You  ought  not  to  have  put  off 
a  subject  so  important  to  this  late  period  of  life.” 

“  It  is  too  late,”  said  the  inquirer.  “  I  never 
knew  much  about  it ;  but  I  always  supposed,  that 
Christianity  was  rejected  by  the  great  majority  of 
learned  men.  1  intend,  however,  now  to  examine 
Ihe  subject  thoroughly,  myself  I  have  upon  me, 
ns  my  physician  says,  a  mortal  disease,  under 
which  I  may  live  a  year  and  a  half  or  two  years, 
hut  not  probably  longer.

INTEMPERANCE  AT  SEA. 

Extract  of  a  LtUtr  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  P.  Af;  Ilvaine, 
dated  within  two  houre  of  lAverpool,  Dec. 

•  ♦  We  have  had  pretty  good  evidence  of 

what  causes  the  destruction  of  so  many  vessels, 
supposed  to  be  lost  by  the  violence  of  winds  ;  and 
solid  reason  to  value  highly  the  great  efforts  of 
Temperence  Societies  among  seamen. 

Our  Captain  shipped  his  men  on  condition  that 
they  should  bring  no  liquor  on  board,  and  wilh  the 
promise  of  a  drink  per  day,  if  they  should  behave 
well.  He  especially  charged  the  mates  on  the  day 
of  sailing,  to  search  every  man’s  chest,  and  take 
away  what  liquor  they  could  find.  We  had  not 
been  long  under  way  before  it  was  evident  that  all 
were  more  or  less  stupified  with  drink. — The  man 
taking  the  soundings  was  too  much  “disguised’ 
to  be  trusted.  Another,  and  another,  was  put 
to  the  wheel  to  steer,  and  changed  for  another 
because  too  much  intoxicated.  One  msn  being 
ordered  to  let  go  a  rope,  went  to  unfasten  the 
hoops  of  the  spanker.  Fourtimesthe  captain  or 
dered  a  rope  to  bo  let  go,  and  no  one  seemed  to 
have  sense  enough  to  obey.  The  first  mate  was 
somuch.under  the  influence  of  a  drunken  fit  just 
passed,  as  to  be  unfit  for  duty.  In  this  state  of 
things,  the  captain  went  himself  and  searched  the 
chests  for  liquor.  Every  man  had  brought  it  on 
board.  Some  jugs  were  already  emptied,  others 
were  still  well  charged.  One  man  had  a  keg  of 
12  gallons.  The  boatswain  had  his  supply,  and 
each  mate  had  laid  in  a  store  of  poison.  'Thus 
were  we  prepared,  indeed,  fur  storms  and  dangers 
A  gale  of  wind  might  have  found  us  without 
enough  sober  men  to  work  the  ship.  How  entire 
ly  are  we  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord.  The  captain 
of  course,  collected  the  precious  stores  ;  and  now 
they  make  a  goodly  appearance,  locked  up  in  one 
of  the  state  rooms  of  the  cabin.  The  men  have 
been  denied  their  promised  drink,  and  all  sesia  to 


the  church  sm!  the  community  to  which  he  belonged,  sre  deprived 
of  s  highly  vslued  snd  useful  member. 

Mr.  Minor  wst  born  of  Christisn  psrents,  who  devoted  him  to 
God  in  bsplism,  and  who  eudesvorea  lo  train  him  up  in  the  way  he 
should  go.  Nor  were  their  prayers  and  Christisn  cnorts  bestowed 
upm  him  in  vein.  He  sequsinted  himself  with  the  God  of  hit  fsth- 
«r  in  the  days  of  his  youth.  His  cunverston  wss  preceded  by  deep 
snd  protracted  distress  uf  mind,  snd  ere  the  light  of  hope  had  dawn¬ 
ed  upon  it,  he  became  thoroughly  convinced  oflhe  plague  of  his  own 
heart.  He  fell  that  much  had  been  forgiven  him  and  he  loved  much. 
From  the  time  of  his  public  profession  of  religion  until  his  days 
were  finished,  he  exhibited  increasing  evidence  of  a  li.icd  purpose 
not  to  live  to  himself,  but  unto  Him  «^o  died  for  him  and  rose  again. 
His  Christian  integrity  and  perseverance  in  well  doing,  have  no  par¬ 
allel  among  the  brethren  of  the  same  communion.  In  times  of  re¬ 
ligious  deGensiun,  he  was  never  known  to  become  worldly  and  in- 
diflercnt  to  the  interests  ufZion.  He  seemed  ever  to  be  filled  with 
a  holy  awe  of  the  great  Governor  and  Judge  of  the  world.  He  great¬ 
ly  reveled  t^  Rible  as  tbs  inspired  word  of  God ;  it  was  the  ntan 
of  his  cqunctl  and  the  guide  ofhis  life.  He  permitt^  no  day  lo  pass 
over  him,  though  his  business  might  be  urgent,  witl.out  devoutly 
oonsultmg  some  portion  of  the  sacred  volume.  It  has  been  fouiiil 
since  his  death,  that  at  the  close  of  such  a  season  of  meditation  upon 
divine  truth,  he  penned  the  wish  that,  when  his  body  should  be  laid 
in  the  coffin,  his  Bible  might  be  laid  on  bis  heart  with  hie  rigid  hand 
upon  it,  not  that  this  would  be  of  any  use  to  his  immortal  spirit,  but 
that  those  who  weic  called  to  lay  him  in  the  grave,  might  realize 
his  atlachrpent  to  its  precious  truths,  and  his  expectation  of  being 
judged  by  it.  He  said  to  those  who  wero  standing  around  bit  dy¬ 
ing  bed,  "  Since  the  year  ISIS,  the  Bible  has  been  to  me  a  precious 
book.” 

He  had  a  sacred  regard  for  the  inslilutions  of  religion.  He  re¬ 
membered  the  Sabbath  dav,  and  was  ever  prepared  fur  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  holy  time,  He  honored  the  minialry  of  the  gospel 
and  greatly  loved  the  ministrations  of  God’s  house.  The  interests 
of  the  church  were  peculiarly  dear  lo  his  heart.  When  the  ways 
of  Zion  mourned  he  deeply  sympathized  in  her  afflictions:  and 
when  religion  was  revived,  he  was  full  o'  joy  and  gratitnda  to  God. 
At  such  seasons  he  was  uncomroon'y  active  in  the  use  of  all  appro¬ 
priate  means  to  bring  sinners  lo  repentance  ;  and  while  'he  minds 
ofhis  breihren  were  locked  up  in  sleep,  he  was  often  awake,  at  tha 
midnight  hour,  offi-riiig  to  God  his  agonizing  supplications  for  some 
anxious  or  careless  sinner,  on  whom  his  mmd  had  fastened.  He 
was  greatly  interested  in  the  benevolent  efforts  of  the  day,  and  fell 
towards  the  close  of  hii  earthly  career,  that  ha  had  dime  too  lillle  to 
perpetuate  and  extend  the  influence  of  thv  gospel,  and  he  bequeath¬ 
ed  s  porlion  ofhis  properly  to  the  furtherance  of  this  object. 

The  deceased  was  pre-eminently  a  man  of  prayer  and  of  reflec¬ 
tion  upon  the  great  scenes  of  futurilv.  He  seemed  always  to  be  in 
praying  frame  of  mind.  He  lovetf  the  place  of  meeting  for  prayer 
Though  entrusted  witn  a  considerable  portion  of  woildly  suMlanca. 
which  involved  him  in  many  cares,  yet  he  was  seldom  absent  from 
the  weekly  prayer  meeting  oflhe  church .  1  he  slated  seasons  of 

devotion  m  his  family  were  to  him,  and  to  those  who  joined  with 
him,  ceasnns  of  deep  interest.  But  his  ardent  desire  to  commune 
with  God  was  not  satisfied  with  these  seasons  of  devotion.  He 
lent  much  time  every  day  in  secret  supplication  and  thanksgiving 
hia  was  the  main  spring  ofhis  uncommon  activity  and  fidelity,  ii 
the  other  duties  of  religion.  The  writer  ef  this  sketch  believes  that 
he  was  never  persondly  acquainted  with  any  one,  who  more  fully 
realized  future  and  eternal  scenes.  It  was  strikingly  evident  from 
hii  common  conversation,  and  from  Ihe  peculiar  expressions  ofhis 
prayers,  that  thoughts  of  the  grave  were  fuinilmr  to  him,  and  that 
Ihe  vyes  of  his'mind  were  fixed  upon  the  judgment  and  evrrlas  ing 
retributions.  This  made  him  unambitious  of  worldly  henorx  and  dis¬ 
tinctions,  This  ma  le  him  deeply  and  habitually  serious.  Seldom 
di  I  a  light  or  trifliug  expression  drop  from  his  lips.  Hu  felt  that  he 
was  living  an  I  acting  for  eternity. 

It  was  to  be  expected,  that  such  a  disciple  of  Jesus  would  meet 
his  summons  undismayed,  and  triumph  over  death  and  the  grave.— 
At  the  oommeneemeni  ofhis  last  illness,  he  said,  “  I  dread  the  pain 
ani  distress  of  sickness,  and  have  prayed,  Fallicr  if  it  be  povsihle, 
let  thi.x  cup  ^ss  from  me,  bill  I  have  added,  not  my  will  but  thine 
be  done.”  He  appeared  perfect  y  reiigned  to  the  will  of  God,  de¬ 
claring  that  he  had  no  wish  to  recover,  unless  this  might  be  for  the 
divine  glory.  His  mind  was  stayed  on  Qo<l,  and  he  enjoyed  c->n- 
tioual  peace.  He  was  much  in  prayer  when  alone  |  and  when  vis¬ 
ited  by  his  Chrisiian  brethren  alwavs  rcqiiealed  them  to  pray  with 
him.  3aid  he  “  prayer  is  every  thing  now,  it  is  the  support  of  my 
soul.” 

Such  was  the  nature  ofhis  disease,  that  he  was  not  aware  ofhis 
danger,  until  the  cold  hand  of  death  was  upon  him.  When  informed 
that  ho  was  a  i^ing  man,  be  said  after  a  moment  of  rcflectio  i,  **  If 
this  is  so,  then  1  have  much  to  say.  I  am  not  alarmed,  I  am  not 
terrified  Jo  hear  this ;  I  am  ^*^7  God,  very  happy.  I  have  the

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITI  EE  ON  M’DOW- 
ALL’S  ACCOUNTS,  &c. 

At  a  large  and  respectable  meeting  of  ministers  snd  laymen,  held 
at  Chatham  street  Chapel,  in  the  city  of  New-York,  on  the  eeventh 
day  of  May,  1834,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  William  Patton,  of  New 
York,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Lewis  Tappan,  William  Green,  Jr. 
Rev.  Joshua  Leavitt.  Rev.  D.  C.  Lanting,  D.  D.  and  Rev.  Q.  C. 
Beckwith,  be  a  Committee  to  invcaligale  the  whole  aubjact  of  diffi¬ 
culties  existing  between  the  Rev.  J.  K.  McDowall,  and  certain  So¬ 
cieties  in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  lo  examine  Mr.  McDowall’s 
acGounte,  aud  to  report  thereon  to  the  public. 

In  pursuance  of  the  above,  the  undersigned  have  attended  to  the 
duties  named,  and  offer  the  following  report : 

After  the  dissolution  of  the  Magdalen  Society  in  1831,  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Dowall  continued  hia  missionary  tabors  among  the  abandoned  fe¬ 
males  in  this  city,  but  under  great  discouragements  and  embarrass- 
munls.  For  a  considerabis  urns,  while  prosecuting  this  .work,  he 
and  his  family  lived  in  a  garret  almost  desliiute  uf  tlie  necessaries 
of  life. 

In  March,  1832,  a  number  of  ministera  and  laymen  were  con¬ 
vened,  at  his  request,  to  consult  upon  his  duly  to  continue  lo  labor 
ill  this  cause,  under  these  circumstances.  At  that  period,  as  some 
ladies  of  Laight  street  church  (Rev.  S.  H.  Cox's,  D.  D)  had  be¬ 
come  interested,  by  perusing  sialemeiits  of  facts  which  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Dowall  had  published,  the  meeting  advised  bim  to  labor  three  months, 
as  the  missionary  of  these  females,  in  the  hope  that  some  feasible 
and  definite  plan  of  operations  would,  before  the  expiration  of  that 
period,  be  devised  and  adopted  by  the  gentlemen  eompotiug  tha 
meeting',  lo  advance  the  cause. 

Shortly  afterwards,  in  April,  1833,  an  organization  took  place 
under  the  title  of”  The  Laight  street  Female  Benevolent  Society 
and,  about  the  tame  lima,  a  similar  association  was  formed,  cued 
”  The  Spring  street  Female  Benevolent  Society.” 

The  Laight  street  Institution  did  not  accomplish  much.  They 
collected  some  money,  of  which  they  gave  Mr.  McDowall  as 
lows : 

From  April  to  July,  1832,  §117  75

There  are  many  ptocious  prumues  which  are  the  ground  of  my 
hope.  More  than  20  yrars  1  have  iMcn  looking  forward  to  this 
hour  and  preparing  for  it,  and  am  confident  that  God  will  be  with 
■se.  I  have  no  fear,  I  am  safe,  forever  safe.  1  shall  soon  be  a  glo¬ 
rified  spirit  before  my  Father’s  throne.”  Said  he  to  hit  afflicted 
friends,  ”  Why  weep  ye  7  This  is  a  happy,  a  joyful  season.  Wsl- 
some  sweet  hour  offull  discharge.” 

Ha  desired  lo  tee  a  young  man  who  was  rreovaring  from  a  dan¬ 
gerous  illness,  and  when  brought  lo  his  bed  side,  said,  ”  When  you 
appeared  so  dangerously  sick,  I  felt  that  you  had  not  made  suitable 
preparation  to  die,  and  I  prayed  earnestly  th.Tt  God  would  spare  your 
life  ami  grant  you  space  for'repeniance.  I  felt  willing  to  dm  in  your 
stead,  if^ fou  might  be  epnrcd  to  make  God  yoor  portion.  I  entreat 
you  to  attend  to  the  roncerns  ofyour  soul  now— to  seek  God  in  ear- 
neet.”  A  friend  inquired  if  it  were  not  trying  lo  his  feelingt  to  leave 
his  friends  and  all  that  he  had  held  aodearon  varth  7  ”  These,”  eaid 
be,  ”  are  all  perishable  oUecta ;  there  is  an  immortal  crown  belbrs 

I.” 

”  O  glorkHis  how !  O  blest  abode ! 

I  sball  be  near  and  like  my  God.” 

His  afflicted  compxnieo  said,  What  shall  1  do  when  you  are  goue  7 
With  a  smile  he  replied,  ”  Trust  in  God :  he  has  promised  to  be 
the  widow’s  God  :  trust  in  God,  and  all  will  bs  well.”  He  then 
repeated  these  lines  i 

”  Hinder  me  not,  for  I  am  bound 
To  my  Immanuel’s  land,” 

He  said  to  one  who  had  no  hope  in  ('hrist,  ”  Look  at  me  and  pre¬ 
pare  for  such  an  hour  as  this  ;  prepare  without  delay  to  meet  your 
God.”  A  Christian  friend  came  is,  lo  whom  ho  said,  ”  This  is 
just  the  faith  that  we  need,  the  foilh  that  can  triumph  in  a  dy  ing 
iMXir.”  As  his  pastor  was  about  lo  pray  wilh  him  for  the  last  time 
he  said,  ”  Pray  that  I  n»ay  glorify  God,  have  an  easy  passage  oyer 
Jordan,  and  enter  the  heavenly  Canaan.”  When  dying,  He  eaid, 
”  Angels  are  ready  lo  conduct  me  home.  I  know  in  witom  I  have 
believed ;  I  rejoice  in  God  my  Savior,  The  conflict  ^  is  over,  the 
eiclory  won.  1  am  happy,  very  happy,  in  the  near  view  of  death. 
All  is  light.  A'U  is  peace.  Biassed  be  God  for  his  goodness.  I 
sball  prabe  Him  forever  t  O  I  sball  love  to  praiso  bim.”  lo  the 
moment  of  his  departure,  one  ask'd.  Does  your  fiiilh  hold  out  7— 
'\^h  quivering  li^,  he  rcfdisd,  ”  Strong  in  fiuth,  giving  glory  to 
()od.”  With  this  servant  of  Christ  there  was  no  dark  valley.  His 
path  through  death  to  ths  world  uf  glory,  seemed  bright  as  the  me¬ 
ridian  sun.

In  Sept.  1832,  abe  left  her  faUiei’a  honte  and  a  numerous  cirels 
ef  the  fnende  of  her  t^tfa,  in  company  with  her  huxbaad,  for  tbe 
great  Valley  of  the  West,  without  any  certain  destinatioa,  and  not 
kjgiuwuig  3vml  would  bafaD  hertbere.  Her  haart  bled,  and  many 


So  that  all  they  gave  him  in  11  months  amounted  to 
The  total  amount  he  received  from  April  to  Oct.  1832,  from  indi¬ 
viduals,  and  from  both  the  above  societies,  was  only  §303 ;  with 
these  §203,  he  had  to  support  himself  and  family,  and  some  fe- 
malea  whom  he  hoped  to  reclaim. 

In  October,  1833,  being  several  hundred  dollars  in  debt,  mainly, 
for  the  expenss  of  publishing  the  Magdalen  Facte,  and  being  so 
straightened  that  he  and  his  family  were  furnished  with  food  from 
the  tables  ofhis  friends  ;  and,  with  no  piospvct  of  support  from  any 
quarter,  he  threw  himself  upon  the  public,  making  a  statement  of 
his  situation,  giving  an  account  of  the  money  he  h.nd  received,  and 
making  known,  that  unless  the  community  would  suetain  bim,  he 
should  be  compelled  lo  retire  from  this  field  of  labor.  This  appeal 
awakened  aliention,  and  brought  in  funds,  so  that  iu  January,  1833, 
he  was  able  to  issue  the  first  number  ofhis  Journal,  and  soon  slier, 
he  issued  the  second  number.  These  Journals  excited  considerable 
interest  in  ih  ■  cause,  which  rapidly  increased,  and  enabled  Mr. 
McDowall  to  circulate  large  editions  of  his  publication  gratuitously. 
On  the  27th  December,  1332,  “The  New-York  Female  Bene¬ 
volent  Society”  was  established,  consisting  of  ladies  of  varioas 
Picsbyterian  churches  in  this  city. 

During  the  anniversary  week,  vix :  8lh  Mxjr,  18S3,  a  meetiH  of 
the  friends  of  Moral  Reform  was  held  in  this  city.  Mr.  McDowall 
made  a  statement  te  that  mealing  of  the  money  be  bad  roceived,  and 
how  he  had  appropriated  it,  and  that  he  should  be  glad  to  have  a 
committee  appointed,  consisting  of  different  denominations,  to  share 
wilh  him  in  the  responsibility  m  appropriating  such  monies  as  might 
bo  sent  to  him.  Whereupon  it  wat 

Retoivvd,  That  the  meeting  “have  implicit  confidence  in  the 
Rev.  J.  R.  McDowall,  as  the  recipient  of  donations  in  bshalf  of 
the  cause  in  which  he  is  engaged  ;  and  alto,  in  his  past  disburse¬ 
ments  of  the  tame  and,  ”  that  in  compliance  with  the  request  of 
Mr.  McDowall,  and  in  order  to  relieve  him  from  the  burden  of  re¬ 
ceiving  aud  acknowledging  donations,  upon  his  own  responsibility,  a 
committee  be  appointed,  in  connection  with  him,  lo  receive,  ac¬ 
knowledge,  and  appropriate,  accordiH  to  the  wish  of  (Ac  donors,  any 
eontrUmtio:is  wAieA  may  be  made.” 

Part  of  the  committee  who  worn  then  appointed,  declined  to  act. 
On  ihe  6ih  of  August,  1833,  the  remaining  members,  ossvmtH  16*^ 
Mr.  McDowall  had  been  the  hired  and  responsible  agent  of  the 
New-York  Female  Benevolent  Society,  and  that  he  stood  before 
the  public,  in  the  receipt  of  the  monies,  o^y  as  aelmg  fo*'  them,  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  use  of  that  society,  all  the  money  he  had  rveeived 
from  April,  1833,  except  what  bad  been  given  expressly  for  bis 
Journal. 

During  this  time,  from  Ist  April,  1833,  to  6ih  August,  1833,  ho 
had  by  their  accounts  received  the  sum  of  §770  81  expressly  for 
the  Journal.  Tbe  remainder,  araountiH  to  §3746  36,*  was  appro¬ 
priated  lo  tbe  New-York  Female  Benevolent  Society,  allhmigh 
only  §189  62  of  it  bad  bsen  given  expressly  for  them.  Ths  bal¬ 
ance,  §3555  73,  had  been  given,  or  sent  to  him  with  only  general 
dlrcctioni,  such  as,  “for  your  use,”  to  ”  dispose  of  at  you  think 
best,”  “to  help  you  aloof “  lo  promote  your  object,”  “to  sup¬ 
port  your  fimily,”  “  Ibr  the  cause,”  Jic.— and  ibis  balanes  of 
§3565  73  Mr.  McDowall  regarded,  as  being  by  tbe  wish  of  tba 
donors  placed,  not  at  the  disposal  of  the  New-York  Female  Bene¬ 
volent  Society,  but  at  his  own  disposal. 

‘This  differencs  of  opinion  led  lo  much  unpleasant  discussion,  and 
greatly  harrassed  Mr.  McDowall,  who,  at  length,  cunsentod  that 
tha  appropriatiimi  made  by  the  eommiltee,  should  be  valid.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  the  committee  reported  in  McOowall’s  Journal  Extra, that 
they  had  performed  the  duty  asaigued  them,  and  that  the  aerounia 
to  the  above  dale,  are  finally  settled  in  a  manoor  mutually  sati^ 
factory. 

We  have  not,  as  a  committee,  undertaken  lo  'mvealisatc  Mr.  Mc¬ 
Dowall’s  relations  to  the  New-York  Female  Benevnirnt  Society, 
or  to  ascertain  whether  he  was  their  agent  in  aueh  a  sense,  that  the 
society  had  a  ri»ht  te  all  the  dooations  sent  to  him  “  to  be  used  at 
his  discretion,”  )tc.  But,  in  our  judgment,  Mr.  McDowall  had  a 
right  to  consider,  that  the  donors  who  had  sent  money  to  be  used 
“  at  Ais  ifiseestion,”  6te.,  Iboreby  establi.shad  him,  personally,  tboir 
almoner,  and  preferred  Ait  judgment  to  tbeir  own,  aa  to  the  specific 
mode  of  appropriating  it.  It  was  bis  province  lo  dispose  ot  those 
suras  at  Ae  might  judge  best  calculated  to  promote  Ihe  object  he 
bad  in  view,  vix :  to  awaken  the  public  mind  ihnNighout  the  nation, 
to  a  reform  in  morals. 

The  undersigned  have  examined  Mr.  McDowall’s  accounts  from 
the  28th  Sept.  1830,  to  Ihe  90ih  Sept.  1834.  Hs  has  received  for 
the  General  Refuge,  §508  19,  and  has  transferred  tba  mme  lo  the 
Seventh  Commandment  Society,  who  assumed  the  charge  of  dona¬ 
tions  for  that  object.  He  has  sIm  received  for,  and  pud  over  to
